THE LATEST. 


Judge Ferdinand Hess, a member of 
the Missouri Legislature, went to his 
stable at Belmont. Mo., yesterday and 
was met with a negro armed with a 
shotgun who demanded money. The 
negro forced Judge Hess and Mrs. Hess 
in a buggy and drive to his 
home, whtTft Mrs. Hess was held pris¬ 
oner w'hlle her husband was ordered to 
go out and raise $300 for his captor. 
Judge Hess went to Columbus. Ky.. 
Just across the river, where a posse 
was raised. The negro left his house 
and fled to a swamp, where he was 
captured. He was taken to Belmont 
where a mob took him away from the 
offlcera and hanged him in the public 
square. 

The striking teamsters in Chicago are 
unable to prevent the delivery of goods 
from the department stores, and yes¬ 
terday 1.900 wagons were operated by 
the Employers* Association, though 
1,000 policemen and deputies were 
required to guard them. There 
has been a marked decrease in violence 
and only tw r o attacks on nonunion 
teamsters were reported during the 
flay. The Employers' Association la 
said to be making up a blacklist. The 
Btrtkers are to be given until next week 
to return to work. After that they will 
be unable to get employment from a 
boycotted Arm. It Is said that 2.400 
of the 4.300 vacancies caused by the 
ptrike have already been filled. 

James W. Hyde had a complaint 
Served on James W. Alexander, presi¬ 
dent of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Boclety, in which he seeks the removal 
of the latter. Hyde alleges In his com¬ 
plaint that Alexander conspired with 
Gage E. Tarbell to get control of the 
Society for personal ends, and for that 
purpose, among other things, circulated 
various defamatory stories concerning 
him. Ho denies all those stories, par¬ 
ticularly the alleged "can-can** dance 
at the ball at Sherry’s. The ball, he 
declares, was a "dignified and artistic 
entertain ment." _ 

A panic was created at the cyclone- 
stricken tow*n of Snyder, Okla., yester¬ 
day W'hen a dangerous looking cloud 
passed over the devastated village. 
Outside of a deluge of rain, however, 
there was no serious damage. An ap¬ 
peal for aid from the outside w'orld has 
been Issued by the Citizens' Relief 
Committee. The people who were In¬ 
jured by the cyclone are being cared 
for as well as Is possible, but the hos¬ 
pital arrangements are poor, owing to 
the condition of the buildings that are 
being utilized. 

Nan Patterson was released from 
custody In New York yesterday on mo¬ 
tion of District Attorney Jerome, who 
stated that he believed further prose¬ 
cution of the case useless. She de¬ 
clared that she would not return to 
the stage. A crowd of 2.000 cheered 
tier when she appeared on the street.

Herbert V. Croker, a son of Richard 
Croker. of New' York, w’aa found dead 
in a seat In a train near Kansas City. 
Death Is believed to have been due to a 
drug. A negro put young Croker on 
the train at Kansas City and Just be¬ 
fore tihe train started the negro sprang 
off. Croker had been attending the 
races at Elm Ridge. 1 


Members of the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce are responsible 
for the statement that the hearing on 
the subject of regulation of railway 
rates may be .closed on May 22. It Is 
said that the committee's mind Is made 
up and It Is sitting now merely to in¬ 
fluence public sentiment. 


Cairo. Ilb, May 12.—[Special ]-Tom 
Witherspoon, a negro, who this after¬ 
noon secured $600 from Representative 
Ferdinand Hess, under threat t o dellb- 
erntely shoot down his wife and - chilcT. 
whom he held as prisoners In a deserted 
log cabin, was captured at 6 o'clock 
this evening by a posse, and an hour 
later was dangling from the end of a 
rope In the public square, of Belmont, 
Mo., fifteen miles below here on the 
Mississippi river. 

Witherspoon was a few days ago re¬ 
leased from the Missouri penitentiary, 
where he had been sentenced for an al¬ 
leged attempt to murder his wife. Th s 
afternoon the negro w»ent to Hess'home, 
a few* miles from Belmont, and demand¬ 
ed $600. stating that that amount of 
money was due him from the State be¬ 
cause of hts Imprisonment. Mr. Hess 
told him that he would try to get a 
claim through the Legislature for him, 
but the negro grew Insulting and cov¬ 
ered Mr. Hess with a Winchester re¬ 
peating rlfie he carried, Hess then told 
him he did not have that much money 

In the house, but would get it. 

• • • 

At Point of a Rifle. 


The negro, then at the point of the 
gun, forced Mr. Hess to hitch up a 
horse to a light buggy and to saddle 
another horse. He then mounted the 
horse and forced Mr. Hess to get In 
the buggy w r lth his wife and chltd and 
drive toward Belmont. As they passed 
a deserted negro cabin near the town. 
Witherspoon, still holding the gun in 
Mr. Hess’ face, made him stop the 
horse and compelled Mrs. Hess and her 
baby to enter the cabin. Standing In 
front of the door the negro told Mr. 
Hess that he Intended to have the 
money and that unless he sent six hun¬ 
dred dollars back to the cabin within 
an hour by Hugh McPheeden. a mer¬ 
chant of Belmont, he would shoot his 

wife arid child and make his escape. 

• * • 

Hess Got the Money. 


Leading freight traffic managers, 
representing all the railroads leading 
out of Chicago towards the Ohio river, 
at a meeting In Chicago decided upon 
an important reduction of rates in mer¬

Fearing that the negro would carry 
out his threat, Mr. Hass drove with all 
possible haste to Belmont, where he 
drew’ the money from the bank. He 
then w'ent In search of Mr. McPheedon, 
but learned that he had gone to Co¬ 
lumbus, Ky., directly across the river. 
He sent a note across the river to him, 
telling of the circumstances, but fear¬ 
ing to wait for his arrival to take the 
money. Mr. H^ss sent It to Wither¬ 
spoon by a colored Baptist preacher 
The preacher rushed to the place and 
handed the negro the bag containing 
the greenbacks and silver. Wither¬ 
spoon counted the money and mounted 
the horse and rode rapidly up the Iron 
Mountain railroad track.

A Posse Organized. 


Frank J. Meier, an inmate of the 
Christians' Home at Evansville, Ind., 
while despondent over Prof. Osier’s ex¬ 
pressed theory of man’s uselessness 
after sixty, committed suicide by 
strangling. He was seventy years old. 

President Theodore P. Shonts, of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, said in an 
interview yesterday that while the 
work of constructing the canal w'as 
staggering In Its Immensity, it could 
and would be successfully completed. 


McPheeden told of the sensational 
hold-up In Columbus, and Marshal 
Zimmerman organized a pocoe and 
crossed the river to Belmont. Here a 
lar^e number of citizens had congre¬ 
gated and were discussing the events of 
the afternoon. Before the negro had 
started from the shanty the mob or 
Indignant citizens from both places 
were In hot pursuit. Bloodhounds wer? 
sent for from Charleston. 

Several members cf the posse boarded 
a switch engine and chased the negro 
down the track firing at him a a he ran 
When he reached the vicinity of F!r«t 
Lake he dismounted and ran Into the 
swamps. The men followed him and 
Daniel Petro. clerk and treasurer of fllia „,. *u r rounds him In a small 


M9A get to the Jail with his prisoner 
the mob. by main force, took him away 
from him, and with a rope that k* used 
as a public swing in the square strung 
hdm up. 

After the negro was hanged the mob 
quietly dispersed, and at a late hour 
to-night the body was still hanging. 
According to a telephone message re¬ 
ceived here the whole town was great¬ 
ly exercised over the affair and the 
lynching was witnessed by hundreds of 

men, women and children. 

• • • 

Negro Begged Piteously. 

Witherspoon Is said to have begged 
piteously for his life, protesting that 
he had not done anything to be hung 
for and that It was wicked for them 
to hang him for robbing a man. He 
said that he had not Intended to harm 
a single hair on either Mrs. Hess or 
her child's head, but the leaders of the 
mob were deaf to his pleadings and 
with short ceremony placed the loop 
around his neck, threw the other end 
across the top of the swing and fifty 
willing hands caught the loose end 
and yanked the negro several feet In 
the air. It is believed that his neck 
was not broken and that his death was 
due to strangulation. 

Witherspoon was sent to the peni¬ 
tentiary from Belmont about three 
years ago for an attempt to kill his 
wife with whom he had quarreled. His 
wife was at the time cooking for J. R. 
Hymearson, who lives about six miles 
from Belmont, and it is said that the 
negro went there and tried to cut her 
throat. 

Hess is a well-known and wealthy 
citizen of Missouri, and Is a member 
of the Missouri Legislature. The fam¬ 
ily is quite prominent.

INSICTMENTS GOOD. 


MISSISSIPPI WHITECAPPERS 
MUST ANSWER TO CHARGE. 


Federal Judge Declares They Have 
Forgotten That All Men Are 
Equal Before the Law. 


Jackson. Miss., May 12.—Judge Niles, 
of the Federal Court, spent the entire 
day to-day in hearing arguments on 
the demurrers submitted by the attor¬ 
neys for the alleged w’hltecappers of 
Franklin county to the Indictments 
against them, and late this afternoon 
continued the cases until the next term 
of court. 

The Indictments were demurred to on 
the grounds that they did not state any 
specific crime, that they did not charge 
that the homesteader Interfered with 
was competent to make a homestead 
entrl. All these points were overruled 
the Judge holding thHt the indictments 
were valid. 

Judge Niles. In granting a continu¬ 
ance to the accused, delivered himself 
of a powerful denunciation of white¬ 
capping. In speaking of the white- 
cappers, he said among other things- 

"They have forgotten that nil men 
are equal before the law- and by 
this I do not mean social equality God 
never Intended social equality,* and 
there Is no law that can make nil 
men socially equal. It never was and 
never can be." 

He advised the Fmnkltn county cit¬ 
izens to go home and become good cit¬ 
izens. There were some four to five 
hundred citizens of the county in the 
city us witnesses before the court. 

DAMAGE IN BOURBON 

Will Be Heavy As Result of the 
Downpour. 

Paris, Ky.. May 12.—[Special.}—'This 
section was visited this morning by the 
heaviest downpour of rain In yeurs. 
Houston and Stoner creeks were trans¬ 
formed In a few hours Into rivers of 
turbid w’ater. full of debris of all kinds. 
The streets were overflow’ed. the sewers 
choked and gardens and farm lands 
adjacent to the city limits deluged. 
Traffic on the Paris and Lexington elec¬ 
tric line was considerably delayed. To¬ 
bacco beds In several sections of the 
county were ruined, and great damage 
done to corn lands. The downpour was 
so heavy that It appt*ared to be falling 
in great waves.

A HEAVY FALL OF RAIN. 


GRAVES DUG FOR CYCLONE VIC¬ 
TIMS MUST BE BAILED OUT. 


THREE DISTINCT FUNNELS 


To the Deadly Twister When It 
First Formed, Says Wolf Hunt¬ 
er Abernathy. 


APPEAL FOR OUTSIDE HELP. 


Snyder, Okla., May 32.—Snyder to¬ 
night Is still paralyzed. Early this 
morning a cloud of cyclonic hu# passed 
over th© devastated village, following 
the course of the former one of 
Wednesday. This cloud threw the 
stricken people In a panic, but nothing 
except a deluge accompanied the pass¬ 
ing of the cloud. 

Snyder is located in a basin formed 
by the foothills of the Wichita moun¬ 
tains. The drainage is exceedingly 
poor, and water is standing In large 
pools all over the tqwn. Excessive 
rains have made the country roads 
almost Impassable, and as a conse¬ 
quence the relief parties sent to the 
country districts have not yet fully re¬ 
ported the results of their Investiga¬ 
tion. 

The Relief Committee is thoroughly' 
organized and Is working under an ad¬ 
mirable system. 

The population of Snyder, prior to the 
tornado. Is estimated to have been 
something over 1,000 people. The con¬ 
dition of every family stricken is 
known personally to the members of 

the Relief Committee. 

• • • 

Bad Hospital Arrangements. 


The hospital arrangements are fear¬ 
ful. but they are the best that can 
be done. A rather high wind prevailed 
Just prior to the heavy precipitation 
to-day. During this windstorm it was 
feared that one of the buildings bring 
used as a hospital w’ould blow down 
and the attendants started to move the 
twenty patients confined in the build¬ 
ing. While some of those Injured were 
being conveyed on stretchers to vari¬ 
ous places where a cot could be 
squeezed In the rain began falling fu¬ 
riously, and as a result the wounded 
people, many dangerously. were 
drenched with the min. The wind sub¬ 
sided and the injured were returned 
to the building from which they were 
taken. This building had a portion of 
the roof blown away, and all sorts of 
devices. Including portions of tin roofs, 
comforts and the like, were placed 
over the Injured to keep the water that 
leaked through the roof off them. The 
cries, groans and moans of the eight 
or ten seriously injured Inmates were 
agonizing. 

All the graves dug yesterday after¬ 
noon and last night ror the interment 
of the victims of the tornado are filled 
with water, and this water is being 
balled out before the bodies can be 
burled. The Interment of the bodies 
Is one of the most pressing needs of the 
hour. 

• • • 

Abernathy Describes Cyclone. 


J. R. Abernathy, the famous wolf 
hunter, of Frederick, who accompanied 
President Roosevelt on his wolf hunt, is 
here assisting In the relief work. Aber¬ 
nathy saw the tornado w’hen it first 
formed. 

"At first there were three funnels." 
says Abernathy, "and they first licked 
down to the earth about thirty miles 
southwest from Snyder. They traveled 
In a northeasterly direction from the 
first, at a slow speed, but the whirling 
noise of the cyclonic movement could 
be heard where It then was, about sev¬ 
en miles away. I was then on a high 
promontory of the Wichita mountains 
and saw these funnels until they neared 
Snyder. The three funnels swept every¬ 
thing clean. The Ralston homestead 
was the only one In their path. Several 
orchards were destroyed, not a tree re¬ 
maining. The center funnel did the 
heaviest damage. The funnel south of 
the mnin funnel merged with the center 
funnel as the north fork of the Red 
rlvef* was crossed. As soon as these 
two funnels merged the two funnels 
remaining appeared to gain In velocity, 
and moved In a due northeasterly di¬ 
rection at a rapid rate. About three or 
four miles due southwest of Vernon the 
two remaining funnels Joined, and ns 
soon as the one big funnel had the field 
to Itself It fairly shot forward, snd It 
was this funnel that passes] over Sny¬ 
der. When there were three funnels 
the forward movement w’as exceeding¬ 
ly slow. I have ridden over the path 
of the storm. I counted fifty-eight head 
of stock killed by wind. I did not see 
a single dead coyote or dog, but dead 
birds were scattered all along the path 
of the tornado."

Twenty-eight Unburied Bodies. 

The Oklahoma Funeral Directors’ As¬ 
sociation was In session at Oklahoma 
City nt the time of the disaster. It ad¬ 
journed immediately, and eighteen 
members of the association came here 
to assist In burying the dead. Early 
(o-nlght twenty-eight bodies were still 
In the morgue woltlng to be Interred, 
lust us rapidly as the prepared graves 


can be emptied of water a burial Is 
observed. 


, AN APPEAL FOR AID 

From the Outside World la Issued 
By Relief Committee. 

Snyder, Okla., May 12.—A relief com¬ 
mittee, headed by E. Dowden, chairman, 
has been formed and the following ap¬ 
peal for outside aid has been Issued 
and handed to the Associated Press rep¬ 
resentative, with a request that It be 
given publicity: 

To the pec pie of the United States. 
This place was almost totally obliterated 
by a cyclone on the evening of May 10. 
The people here are dividing their ull, but 
have not enough to rvlieve the prising 
necessity. Neighboring towns are strenu¬ 
ously supplying us with hospital ^upp-Ls 
and food. Fully 300 famines have been 
ruined by the storm; 1.300 people ute 
more or less dependent on the good will 
of the generous!)’ Inclined to tide them 
over the present distress. Money Is urg¬ 
ently needed. Proparty lot's. Including 
crops, stock, homes and other -property, 
vc-111 reach over half a million dollars, with 
a portion of the stricken district ye* U> 
be heard from. Almost continuous rtulfe 
since the cyclone have rendered many of 
the roads utmost Imj lssnble. The strek- 
en people have helped the hss fortunate 
to the extent of $300 In cash, besides di¬ 
viding food, provisions and clothing with 
tbo*e who lost their all.

Teamsters Unable To Pre¬ 
vent Deliveries.

RIOTING ON THE DECLINE. 


Only Two Nonunion Drivers Came 
To Grief Yesterday At Hands 
of Strikers. 


GREAT DAMAGE IN BATH. 


For Ten Hours the Storm Raged In 
All Its Fury. 

Owlngsvllle. Ky.. May 12.—[Special.] 
—During a ten-hour electric and rain 
storm, which raged over this section 
last night, lightning struck an outhouse 
on Milt Davis’ farm, near here. Mrs. 
Davis, who was trying tq get small 
chickens under shelter, was knocked 
Insensible by the shock, and Is be¬ 
lieved to be fatally Injured. S. D. 
Thompson's and S. P. Atchison’s stores 
in town were set on fire by lightning 
running on telephone wires. Lightning 
struck A. N. Denton’s residence and 
demolished the veranda. 'Many tele¬ 
phone poles over the country were 
struck and shattered. Every long-dis¬ 
tance telephone, with one exception. Is 
out of commission. 

At Flemingsburg lightning struck a 
barn belonging to Fant's estate, de¬ 
stroying it, with live horses and other 
property. The loss Is about $4,000. The 
tower on the courthouse was struck, 
but no damage was done. Every 
stream In the country Is out of Its 
banks, ajid Licking river Is in the 
towns of Salt Lick and Wyoming, and 
a flood Is feared. Ash Creek rushed 
down in a flood and overflowed Thomas 
Horseman’s store near town. 

Tobacco plants, com crops and gar¬ 
dens In many sections ure ruined, 
causing almost Inestimable loss. Much 
dum »ge Is reported on Licking Valley 
Railway In this county. The Licking 
river Is still rising to-night and all 
mountain rivers are reported rising 
rapidly. Reports to-night state that 
thousands of logs are running loof-e in 
Licking river and five hundred thou¬ 
sand are expected to be caught at 
Farmers and Balt Lick. 


REQUISITION FOR TROOPS

To Go To Snyder With Rations For 
Cyclone Sufferers. 

Lliwton, V). T., May *12.—Col, Kings¬ 
bury. Commandant of the Eighth Cav¬ 
alry. located at Fort Sill, to-<lay made 
a requisition upon the War Department 
for orders to send troops to Snyder 
with rations for the tornado sufferers. 

The Engineering 0>rp« of the Okla¬ 
homa National Guard started to-day 
for Snyder with seventy-five tents to 
be utewil as temimHtry homes for the 
destitute. 

A heavy rain and wind storm pre¬ 
vailed to-day in southwestern Okla¬ 
homa, assuming the proportions of a 
cloudburst near Lawton. The streets 
of Lawton were flooded and water pur 
Into many houses, entering, among 
other places, the temporary hospital, 
where several injured brought here 
from Snyder were l>elng quartered. 

Twenty Houses Blown Down. 

Marlow, I. T., May 12.—A heavy wind 
storm struck this town to-day and 
nearly twenty houses were blotvn down. 
Including a cotton gin. Three or four 
persons were injured, though none se¬ 
riously. _ _ 

BOWEN'S CASE 


WILL BE TAKEN UP BY THE 
PRESIDENT NEXT WEEK. 


INQUIRY A PERSONAL ONE. 


Both Loomis and Bowen Will Be 
Given An Opportunity To 
Be Heard. 


Washington. May 12.—Several mat¬ 
ters of Importance were considered In¬ 
formally at to-day’s meeting of the 
Cabinet. All members were present 
except Secretary Hay. who Is In Eu¬ 
rope, and Secretary WJlson, who Is on 
an official trip through the Southwest. 
Much of the time of the meeting was 
taken up by the President In discuss¬ 
ing the details of his Western trip. 

The ease Involving Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of State Loomis and Herbert W. 
Bowen, American Minister at Caracas, 
will be taken up by the President early 
next week.

CONSPIRACY IS CHARGED 


Against Equitable's President and 
Gage E. Tarbell To Seize Con¬ 
trol of the Society. 


SAYS HE HAS BEEN SLANDERED. 


Chicago, May 12.—The Employers’ 
Teaming Association operated 1,000 
wagons to-day and made deliveries In 
all parts of the city. Two nonunion 
drivers were assaulted and beaten, one 
of them so severely he will die. Beyond 
these cases there was no interference 
with the wagons worth mentioning. It 
required, however, a force of 4,000 po¬ 
licemen and Deputy Sheriffs to afford 
security for the wagons and to guard 
freight houses and stores throughout 
the day. It is announced to-night by 
the Employers’ Association and the ex< 
press companies that they will Increase 
the scope of their operations day by 
day, and in less than a week they ex¬ 
pect to be doing business as though 
there had never been & strike. White 
men are being brought into the city 
from surrounding States at the rate of 
260 a day to take the places of the 
strikers. The negroes employed at first 
are being sent home as rapidly os they 
can be replaced. The white men en¬ 
gaged as teamsters are all men of char¬ 
acter. and none is accepted without 

personal references. 

• • • 

Declined To Answer. 

Leonard Mulligan, president of the 
Delivery Wagon Drivers’ Union, and 
Robert J. Thome, of Montgomery' Ward 
& Co., were the chief witnesses to-day 
at the hearing before Master In Chan¬ 
cery' Sherman relative to the Federal 
injunction. Both witnesses were alike 
In one respect, which was that they 
refused to answer questions when they 
considered a response might Involve 
them In further complications. Mulli¬ 
gan declined to say whether or not he 
hud Issued passes to certain drivers 
permitting them to go through the 
streets, and Thorne declined to say 
whether or not arming employes who 
went out to deliver was anarchy or 
semi-anarchy. 

When asked by the attorneys of the 
defendants whether or not his men 
were armed with flrenrms, Mr. Thorne 
replied that he did not know it of his 
own knowledge. 

This statement caused much excite¬ 
ment among the attorneys for the de¬ 
fendants and they asked him to repeat 
his answer. He did so, and added the 
information that he had given Instruc¬ 
tions to the men who hired the new 
drivers that they should not carry fire¬ 
arms. A long wrangle between the 
witness and the .attorneys for both sides 
over what constituted anarchy or semi¬ 
anarchy closed the day’s session. It 
will be resumed on Monday morning.

A Striker’s Funeral. 

The funeral of George Pierce, a mem¬ 
ber of the Department Store Drivers’ 
Union, who was shot by George T. Wal¬ 
dron, a special Deputy Sheriff. Is to be 
held Sunday. 

President Shea, of the Teamsters* 
Union, Issued an order to-day to every 
union teamster in Chicago to attend the 
funeral. A parade In which it Is as¬ 
serted thousands of members of labor 
organizations will accompany the body 
Is planned. Members of the Department 
Store Drivers’ Union were wearing to¬ 
day a button having this Inscription In¬ 
side a deep black border: "fre mourn 
the loss of a murdered brother." 

A Coroner’s Jury to-day exonerated 
Deputy Sheriff Waldron. The Jury's 
verdict was that Waldron shot Pierce 
In the discharge of duty. Witnesses 
were produced who testified that Pierce 
had struck a nonunion teamster and 
had made a motion as If to draw a re¬ 
volver against Deputy Sheriff Wal¬ 
dron.

Employers' Black List. 

It was stated authoritatively to-day 
that early next week the Employers* 
Association would make up a "black 
list" of all teamsters who have gone 
out on strike. These men. 4,300 In all. 
will be notified that they can come 
back to work any time during the 
week, but that if they have not re¬ 
turned by the end of next w'eek they 
will never be reinstated under any cir¬ 
cumstances. The black list programme 
Is said to be more complete and definite 
than that which was followed during 
the A. R. U. strike In 1S04 It was stat¬ 
ed by the Employers’ Association to¬ 
day that aKready 2,400 positions had 
been filled and that they were rapidly 
filling the others. It w’as asserted by 
the employers that only 275 colored 
men were now holding positions for 
which they had been Imported. This 
was denied by the strikers, who say 
[that 1.400 have been Imported. Th»- 
■black list" programme Is said to pro¬ 
vide for the placing of the colored men 
on the coal wagons only, while nil im¬ 
ported white labor will be used on the 
general truck wagons. The "black 
list" will not be sent out by the asso¬ 
ciation ns such, but the notification of 
| tlie employers of each firm will be 
sent by the Individual firm.

APOPLEXY 


CAUSES DEATH OF F. T. GUN¬ 
THER, OF OWENSBORO. 

ONE OF THE CITY’S BEST MEN. 

/ —■— 

Had Been Ill Only a Day and the 
End Was Unexpected. 

Owensboro, Ky., May 12.—[Speclal.]—■ 
Frank T. Gunther, vice president of the 
National Deposit Bank and one of the 
best-known and most popular men of 
Owensboro, died of apoplexy nt 3 
o’clock to-night at his home on Fred¬ 
erica street after an Illness of one day. 
Mr. Gunther was stricken W'hlle on the 
street and Immediately removed to bis 
home. Ills condition was serious from 
the first. This morning he suffered 
another attack, but w*as resting easy 
at 6 o’clock. His death came unexpect¬ 
edly. 

Mr. Gunther was born In Bavaria, 
Germnny, April 1, 1336. He came to the 
United States in 1846 and settled in 
Cincinnati. In March. 1856, he came to 
Owensboro. He started in business on 
a small scale, and by frugality and 
business enterprise he. had soon estab¬ 
lished himself In a growing grocery 
firm. His rise In the business w'orld 
was rapid. He became connected with 
other business enterprises and soon or¬ 
ganized the F. T. Gunther grocery firm 
and continued at the head of the busi¬ 
ness for many years. About two years 
ago he retired from business, having 
amassed a considerable fortune. Mr. 
Gunther had been n stockholder in the 
National Deposit Bank for many years. 
Recently he made the race for repre¬ 
sentative to the Legislature on the 
Democratic ticket and was nominated 
by ft handsome majority. Only a few 
weeks ago he w’as elected president of 
the Owensboro Business Men’s AssocUu 
tlon. He was a Knights Templar and an 
Elk. He was married in 1H59 to Miss 
Sophia Stubenrauch, of Louisville, and 
is survived by his widow and three 
children. The arrangements for the 
funeral have not been made. Mr. 
Gunther curried $60,000 life insurance. 

FAVORS REGULATION 


‘Sew York. May 12.—James W. Alex¬ 
ander. president of the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society, was served to-day 
wqth the summons and complaint In the 
suit brought against him by James H. 
Hyde, William H. McIntyre. Annie F. 
Hyde and Mary B. Ripley in which the 
plaintiffs desire the removal of Mr. 
Alexander from his position as trustee 
of the Hyde stock, and demand an ac¬ 
counting. 

This latest move In the Equitable 
troubles followed close on the heels of 
generally circulated reports that Mr. 
Hyde and Mr. Alexander were arrang¬ 
ing a truce, reports admittedly largely 
based on the delay in filing the suit to 
remove Mr. Alexander from the trus¬ 
teeship. 

The complaint reviews the history of * 
the establishment of the deed of trust, 
and declares it to have been the fixed 
purpose of Henry B. Hyde that the 
control of the stock and the responsi¬ 
bility for the management of the so¬ 
ciety should remain with his descen¬ 
dants as long as the law would per¬ 
mit.

Charges Alexander With Conspiracy. 


The complaint then charges that the 
defendant has made no effort to induce 
James H. Hyde upon , attaining hla 
thirtieth birthday, and' upon the ter¬ 
mination of the trust, to make a new 
settlement of the stock and property, 
fir any purpose, but instead "has for 
many months past been secretly en¬ 
gaged in organizing and carrying on a 
conspiracy, the purpose of w'hlch was 
to take the power of controlling the 
management of said society away from 
the stock without the consent of its 
holders, and to confer this power osten¬ 
sibly upon the policyholders, but In a 
form In which he expectu to be able 
to control the management through 
proxies secured by agents of the society 
.rom policyholders.*’

THE MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM. 


Stickney Gives All “Officialdom" ft 
Roast For Violating the 
Anti-Pass Law. 


Washington, May 12.—A. B. Stick¬ 
ney. president of the Chicago Great- 
westerri railroad, has filed with the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com¬ 
merce a statement in favor of giving 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
power to fix rates. He says that the 
commission would be the most satisfac¬ 
tory arbiter possible. 

Speaking of rebates, he says that 
"since the Injunctions the traffic di¬ 
rectors have stopped paying rebates on 
grain shipments, but in lieu thereof, 
however, paid elevator fees, which Is 
another way of giving rebates. A Gov¬ 
ernment commission would he untram¬ 
meled by competition or a desire to se¬ 
cure tonnage for any particular line 
and could frame an equitable sched¬ 
ule." 

Mr. Stickney thought thit the rom- 
mission ehould be allowed to fix mini¬ 
mum as well as nmxirnmu rate? or dis¬ 
crimination could not b? proved. Mr. 
Stickney criticised the free pass syw- 
tem. 

"As an Individual rule of action the 
law against free passes.’* he said, "was 
Ignored by tb» Oangressmttn who 
passed irt an.l by the President who ep- 
provcdi it, and subsequent Congressmen 
and President, with rare exceptions, 
have Ignored Jf«s provisions

i*) regard for the law. The Governors 
of States, many of the Judges—In short, 
all officialdom, from the highest to the 
the higher clergy, college pr<>- 
foR^ms, edlt-rrs. merchants, linkers, 
lawyers, present the evidence of their 
mlMlLtneanor in the warm? manner. 

Discussing r bates. Mr. Stickney ?atd:

the. Equitable had become Involved In 
such trun.sactlons by reason of the con¬ 
nection of Mr. Hyde therewith.

Ball Dignified and Artistic.

Maj. John D. Harris, one of the most 
prominent men In this county and wide¬ 
ly known throughout the State, died at 
hln home near town lost night about 
midnight.

In his 
young manhood he was united in mar 
ring** co Miss Nancy Jane White, 
daughter of Valentine White, a wealthy 
resident of this oounty. He Is survived 
by two children—Mrs. Casalun M Clay, 
of Bourbon county, and Mrs. Samuel H 
Stone, of Louisville. Mrs. Stones bus- 
band la the well known ex-Audi t or of 
state. 

Maj Harris wos an elder In the 
Christian church and a man of strong 
religious tendencies. He was generous 
and liberal with his means, public- 
spirited and progressive, of the strictest 
honor and integrity.

His remains 
will be Interred to-morrow afternoon 
In the Richmond cemetery, and Rich¬ 
mond Commandery.

He had died during the night, 
evidently from the effects of some drug 
administered at Kansas City, whore he 
took the train last night for Bliss, Okla. 

The first news of the death of young 
Croker was received In Kansas City at 
4 o'clock this afternoon, when the local 
police were requested to hunt for a 
negro who Is said to have placed Croker 
on the train at Kansas City.

Found Dead In a Car Seat. 


According to a telephone message 
from Newton, Croker was found dead 
in a car seat Just before the train 
reached Newton early to-day. The body 
was taken from the train at Newton. 
His Identity did not become known 
until a message was received from 
Richard Croker at New York several 
hours later asking the authorities to 
hold the remains and stating that he 
would leave immediately for Newton. 

The first clew to Croker’s Identity 
was a letter found In the dead man’s 
poc)c*.t addressed to him by Zaoh Mul- 
b »U, formerly of Oklahoma, who Is now 
holding a wild west show in New York 
City, to Joseph Bhtller. manager of the 
famous ‘*101” ranch at Bliss, Okla, In¬ 
quiry by telephone elicited the informa¬ 
tion that Croker was not known at the 
Bliss ranch. Evidently he was on the 
way to the ranch for an outing. 

Following a message of inquiry sent 
to New York, the Coroner took charge 
of the body and impaneled a Jury. An 
inquest was begun this evening.

Was Placed On Train By Negro. 

According to stories of passengers 
and the conductor on the train upon 
which Croker died, the young New 
Yorker was placed cn the train at Kan¬ 
sas City shortly after 10 o'clock last 
night by a negro. Croker appeared to 
be under the influence of some drug. 
The negro was seen to hand him a sum 
of money and a railroad ticket just be¬ 
fore the train started, when he Jumped 
off and disappeared. When the con¬ 
ductor came around to collect Croker’s 
fare, the latter was asleep, and he did 
not disturb the passenger. Croker was 
left to himself all night until nearly 5 
o’clock this morning, when the con¬ 
ductor made another uttempt to collect 
his ticket. He was unable to arouse 
Croker, and upon examination found 
that he was dead.

CONNECTION. Our last lesson 
(John xv.. 1-12) was a part of the fare¬ 
well discourse of Jesus to His disciples 
It was delivered in tha upper room at 
Jerusalem after the institution of the 
supper. In the earlier part of the even¬ 
ing on which He was betrayed. That 
sermon should be read entire, beginning 
with chapter fourteen und ending with 
chapter sixteen, nearly the same in 
length as the sermon on the mount 
(Matt, v., vi. t vtl.), which was at the 
ordination of the twelve. The lattor 
part of this discourse was very tender, 
In which He made reference to the 
troubles that woulfl befall His follow¬ 
ers. As might have been expected His 
solicitude for them soon took the form 
of supplication to the Fhther in thrlr 
behalf. After His teaching! therefore, 
.came His prayer, recorded in the sev¬ 
enteenth chapter, the clqslng half of 
which wo are now to study. 

PROTECTION (Versos 10-10)— A 
g« mJ ly’ man in un evil world is always 
in peril. Jesus recognized this fact and 
felt that the men whom He had called 
Into His service would be greatly ex¬ 
posed after His departure. Their dan¬ 
ger would be increased by the circum¬ 
stance that they no longer belonged to 
the world—they had been separated 
from It and assigned to heavenly pur¬ 
suit*. (Matt. lv^ 19.) Aa a consequence 
all w r ou1d oppose them who lacked sym¬ 
pathy with the great business commit¬ 
ted to them. This had been the fate of 
all who attempted to udn men from 
lives of world 11 ness. (Matt, v., 12.) What 
shall be the dominant desire of the lov¬ 
ing Master for those whom He hoa en¬ 
listed In such a perilous undertaking? 
Shall they be removed from tho world, 
becoming hermits and so escaping the 
malicious Intent? Shall they be trans¬ 
lated to their eternal rewnrd? It 
were far better thut they should remain 
and 1 h» protected against evil, and for 
that Jesus prayed. 

SAN CTI FI CATION (Verse* 17-19.) 
Happy is rhe man to whom God give* 
piover against evil, a pow’er to keep 
him in the right way. There is an¬ 
other great need In order to he stead¬ 
fast. an Interior work called sanctifi¬ 
cation or cleansing. (I. These., v. 23.) 
If there is evil In a man It Is vastly 
worse than any evil on the outside, as 
a* enemy within a fort may more easily 
assail the garrison than any enemy be- 
yonds the walls. But sanctification 
means more than purlfylng—lt Is the 
consecration which must precede the 
cleansing. Jesus prayed that the men 
whom he hud called might set them¬ 
selves apart to God and be delivered 
from sin. and He iyk*d that this might 
bo done, not by any direct and force¬ 
ful operation of the spirit alone, but 
i.y tagt mops gr;i<iu.ti .uni tffeQtlve 
method thot uses the truth, which Is 
the sword of the spirit. (Eph. vi„ 17.) 
And Ho declared that for their si ken 
that Is as an example and incentive, 
He had so consecrated Himself to the 
service of men. 

COMMISSION (Verse !*.) Now 
comes a sentence which Is not a peti¬ 
tion, but an explanation, designed to 
give force to the preceding utterances, 
to show that what had been asked was 
Important. Jesus declared that He had 
‘ sent these upoatles Into the world, tho 
commission being afterward delivered 
In a more formal manner. (Man. xxvlll., 
J9.1 They had not gone at their own 
pleasure und for their own profit. If 
they had they might meet alone the 
hazard of the enterprise. But as they 
went n# the representatives of Jesus 
they were very dear to Him. entitled to 
His care, needing protection and every 
possible preparation. It was because 
of their relation to Jesus that He prayed 
for them. Moreover, they went Just as 
the Muster Illtnself came, the latter at 
the Father’s direction, the disciple# at 
the direction of Jesus. They -went to 
fulfill the mission (John III., lit) whfcth 
was in I he heart of God when He sent 
the Son. 

UNITY (Verses 20-21X—The thought 
of our Lord then sw^ept on beyond the 
lifetime of the twelve , They would be 
In service but a few years. The tongest 
lived passed away before the century 
closed. But other ministers, won by the 
words of the apostles, would appear to 
take up their work and carry It Into 
all lands. For these later servants Je¬ 
sus prayed as for the first, desiring their 
protection and sanctification. Nay.

body of the ministry (what some are 
now pleased to call the clergy), all alike, 
bound together in a beautiful unity in 
Christ This spiritual unity Is express¬ 
ed In a mystic way—the Father in 
Christ. Christ in the Father. By this 
unity Jesus expected and had a right 
to expect that the world would believe 
He had been sent. How could any one 
doubt In the presence of such a ttup ft n- 
dous spirituul condition displayed 
through the centuries. lActs l., 8.) 

PERFECTION (Verse* 22-23).—The 
desire for the unity of believers, espec¬ 
ially of ministers, did not spring alone 
fr*»m a conviction of Its power over the 
world, great as that must be, it would 
bring to believers themselves an incal¬ 
culable honor and blessing, lifting them 
to u spiritual state of rare excellence. 
That state was called by the Muster 
“glory.” something which belonged to 
Him because of His union with the Fa¬ 
ther. something which he had bestowed 
In promise at least upon all who found 
union among themselves centered in 
Go(L This would be perfection or com¬ 
pleteness in the church, the end sought 
in and through the gospel. It is not the 
purpose of Christianity merely to make 
Individuals pure and beautiful and 
strong, but to unite such Individual*. 
(Eph. II.. 22). The grand end sought 
Is society, called the kingdom of Heav¬ 
en. whereof God is th* head, and men 
aa subjects are member* one of another 
in love. (I. Cot. xll., 12). 

DISCLOSURE (Verse 24)—There I? 
another power to transform human na¬ 
ture beald* the truth and the Holy 
Spirit—Jt Is the vision of the Christ. 
Foul refers to this (II. Col. Hi., IS) when 
he says that men by beholding the 
glory of th© Lord an? changed Into the 
came image. Thl* vision is Imperfect 
In thi* life. When He shall appear we 
®h:Ul see Him o* He Is and be like Him. 
(I. John HI.. 2.) Jesus knew thnt the 
men about Him did not know Him. They 
had that very night disputed concern¬ 
ing the hmionibh? pi ice* near Him. 
(Mail, xx., 26.) Of all this they must 
be cured and they could be cured only 
as they knew Him. That knowledge 
would gnadwilly increase, as Jt does 
with all Christians, during their w*»rk 
!n the ministry in the yeiro following. 
But Jesut* would make to them a dis¬ 
closure of Himself even greater than 
was pasffRjfo ln 9 the firah, and so hi* 
prayed that beyond the graw this lit¬ 
tle company nvlght be near Him to be¬ 
hold His glory, a reward for their hum. 
hie service, a method of their progress, 

KNOWLDEGB (Verses 25 and 26).— 
The blight oLignorance of divine things 
Is frequently pcf« T «eaued In the Scrip¬ 
tures (K<vm. x.. 3.) The world, those 
who Mve in the r*alm of the sensuous, 
have no knowledge of God. chi- fly be¬ 
cause they dso rnit car© to retain Him 
In their thoughts. (Rom. i.. 28) It 
was Ignorance that led to the rejection 
and ivuclflxfon of Jesus. (Acts 111., 17.) 
To bring knowledge to men was there¬ 
fore a necessary port in the plan of 
salvation and elevation for the race, 
one jxirt also in the plan which led to 
the advent of Uhrlst aud the appoint¬ 
ment of His mtniptem. All this Is stut- 
ed In ©rd- r. Jesus knew God. He de¬ 
clared the name and character of God 
to IBs disciples, wdio knew that as He 
came friun God He had a message 
which the.v might receive as truthful. 
His object In making this declaration 
concerning Lbw! wne thut the love of 
God toward the Fon might be extended 
toward them, that receiving thl* won¬ 
derful menage of k>\x> a spiritual union 
might be effected of which He had fl 1- 
rf=idy spoken. 

CONCLUSION.—The main thoughts 
In this lesson may he easily gathered 
and briefly stated. First. nre pro¬ 

tected ngainst the evil of the w’orld by 
the power of G«>d. He keeps’that) In 
the midst of temptation and trial. Sec¬ 
ond. Nevertheless, the evil that ts In the 
heart of man must be removed, and 
that is best accomplished through the 
truth which Is gained slowly by per¬ 
sonal effort. Third. The keeping and 
cleansing of a believer Is to be sought 
because he is appointed to o service 
In the world to continue the w r ork 
which Christ b*gnn. Fourth. Men are 
bound together In benutlful unity when 
kept and purified und enlisted In the 
cause of Christ Fifth. By this unity 
there may lx? formed an Ideal society 
In the world, which will be the end of 
the divine purpose and plan. Sixth. 
As truth Is an Instrument of sanctifi¬ 
cation the revelation of Christ, Who 
Incarnates the truth. Is necessary

MISS GILDER. ton & Company ore 
about to publish it. It seems that Mr- 
Holyoake. who was at time of the writ¬ 
ing of this book In his eighty-eighth 
{year, and who Is still living, has been 
b friend or an acquaintance of most of 
the interesting men and women of hla 
Cay. He has always been an agitator 
and his more Intimate friends have 
been agitators. His best known book 
was called “Sixty Years of an Agita¬ 
tor's Life;" so he apparently regards 
the name agitator as no reproach. Mr. 
Holyoake has suffered for his views. He 
was tried and condemned for atheism 
and confined In Gloucester prison. Now. 
In his old age. he reviews the past for 
Ms own entertainment and that of his 
friends. In America, Wendell Phillips, 
Lloyd Garrison, James Russell Lowell, 
«Lnd other men engaged In the antl- 
•lavery crusade were his friends. 

__In_ England two of his most intimate 
friends” were George Henry Lewes and 
George ETlot. The former Included him 
In the fi rst public list of writers and 
contrlbuted*to The Leader. The friend¬ 
ship of this man and this woman he 
valued above all others, for, he says, 
•'when I found a vacant place at the 
bead of their graves, which lie side 
by Bide, I bought It. thnt my ashes 
should repose there, should I die In 
JSngland." 

Mr. Holyoake speaks strongly and 
with feeling in regard to the slanders 
that were circulated about George El¬ 
iot and Lewes. He says: 

I know of no instance of purity and 
fcencro*itv grater than that displayed by 
George EUot In her relatione with Mr. 
Lemes. Elgar Alina Poe was subject to 
graver defaarnatlon, widely beloved for 
years, which was afterwsird shown to be 
entirely devoid of truth. George Eliot's 
personal reputation will hereafter be 
ge«n to be Just and luminous.

Harriet Martineau. “the deaf girl of 
Norwich." In 1852-3 Hariret Martineau 
(invited Mr. Holyoake to visit her at 
LAmblesIde, saying, "I should like a 
good, long conversation with you on 
the Abolitionists and American slav¬ 
ery. and also on the Intolerable Iniqui¬ 
ties of the Leader." They drove around 
the country together, visiting Words¬ 
worth's house and Brantwood, the 
place that Ruakln afterwards bought, 
but which was then the residence of 
\V. J. Unton. the American engraver. 
Miss Martineau. he says, had an In¬ 
stinct for domesticity. "I never knew 
a more womanly woman. Her life was 
an answer to those who think that act¬ 
ive Interest In public affairs la Incom¬ 
patible with household affection." 

Mr. Holyoake's opinion of Harriet 
Martineau Is of the highest. He has 
few* men who had her Intellect, her 
power of reasoning, and 
She had the unusual capacity, which 
the gods only are said to give—that of 
e«K«lng lierself ns others ea* her. Sue 
eau her own life and intella^ual power in 
It* strength and In .rs 
though aho stood away from them end 
looked at than; she saw them ns it were 
palpable and opart from herself. Of 
tToajrfnation. Which sheds stinahino over 
myvT *he hnd little. Her picture# were 
etchings rather t.ihn pit*nliti|A H* r 
strength lay In directness -f exoressluij 
and practical thought She saw social 
facts and their Influences. thrir nature 
nnd sequences, w^ith a vlvldne#* no other 
writer uf b<r day did.

She hsd 
a bed made In i railway carriage, and 
went down with her mu Ids to AnAileaJde, 
and never left her ho\»e except, to take 
eir and get the relief which the smoking 
of a cigarette gave her, ns she eat on 
rummer evenings Just outride the open 
WSfow* of her sitting-room. She m.ght 
have given herself greater liberty, fur 
ahe did not die of heart ailment after 
• 11 . 

Of course Mazzlnl was one of Mr. 
Holyoake's friends, and he says of him 
that his knowledge not only of English 
but of English people was so extraordi¬ 
nary that It was hard to believe him to 
be a foreigner. Mr. Holyoake thinks It 
a great pity that Madame Venturi, who 
wa 9 In constant communication with 
Mazzlnl during the many years he was 
in London, had not Boswelllzrd him. 
Nevertheless, we are Indebted to her 
for the best biography of him that ap¬ 
peared in her time. Mr. Holyoake. how¬ 
ever. gives a few or his sayings which 
•how’ the quality of h!s table-talk: 

“Falsehood Is the art of cowards. Cre¬ 
dulity without exumtn&llon is the prac¬ 
tice of Idiots." .... . 

••A»y order of things established 
through violence, even though in Itself 
■interior to the old. is still a tyranny." 

“ Blind distrust, like blind confidence, is 
det.th to all great enterprises."

London w as apparently no safer place 
for Mazzlnl than Rome. His life was 
never safe there Mr. Holyoake says 
that h? bus been asked by his host to 
walk home with him at night from a 
London suburban villa whew he dined, 
because a R< yallst assassin was known 
to be ir London waiting to kill him 

While Mr. Glad- 


speaking of Gladstone he mentions the 
"meteoric Intensity" of his eyes; but 
he says notwithstanding this intensity 
he lacked quick recognition, so that 
he would pass by members of his party 
In the lobby of Parliament without ac¬ 
costing them, fearing to do so when 
he desired It. lest he should mistake 
their identity and set up purty miscon¬ 
ceptions. 

"Mr. Gladstone Ignored persons because 
he did not see them It should »*>t have 
been left to 8ir E. Hamilton to n.akc this 
known after Mr. Gladstone's death. The 
fact should have been disclosed fifty years 
before." 

On the first occasion of Mr. IIol- 
yoake’s going to breakfast with Mr. 
Gladstone he was living in Harley 
street. In the house In which Sir 
Charles Lyell died. 

"As (Mr. Gladstone entered the room h»- 
apologizcd for not greeting me earlier, as 
his servunt hud Indistinctly given him m> 
name. He asked me to sit next to him 
at breakfast There were seven or eight 
guests. The only one I knew was Mr. 
Norlhbourne—probably present for con¬ 
sideration for me. One was the editor 
of the Jewish World, a Journal opposed 
to Mr. Gladstone's anti-Turkish poll*-}. 
Others were military officers and travel¬ 
ers of contemporary renown. It was a 
breakfast to remember—Mr. Gladstone 
displayed such a bright, unembarrnf»f»»jd 
vivacity. He told utnuslng anecdotes •>( 
the experience of tin* wife of the Lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, whose charm he 
said he could only describe by the use 
of the English rural term r Buxoni.‘ On 
making a time bargain with a cabman, he 
observed to her ladyship that *he wished 
the engagement was for life.* Mr. Glad¬ 
stone thought no English cabman would 
have said that. Another pleasantry was 
of one of Lord Lyttelton's sons, who was 
very tall and lank. He being In Birming¬ 
ham und wishful to know the dlstnnce 
to a place he sought, osked a boy In the 
street who was passing, 'how far It was.' 
’Oh, not far,* was the assuring but In- 
d«-flnite answer. 'But can you not give 
me bgoi<* better Idea of tho distance?’ 
Mr. Lyttelton Inquired. 'Well, sir,* said 
the lad. looking up At the obelisk-like In¬ 
terrogator before him. 'if you was to fall 
down you would be half way there.' " 

Of Gladstone's conversation, Mr. Hol- 
yofike says tt was "like an oration In 
miniature. Its exactness, its modula¬ 
tion, Us fore* of expression, its fore- 
se^ngr.ea* of all the Iseuea of ideas, 
came at will. I never listened to con¬ 
versation so easy, so natural, so pre¬ 
cise, so full of color and truth, spoken 
with such spontaneity and force."

Spencer, Disraeli »«**« knew 

Herbert Spencer he 
and Others. had "a ha!f-ru«tlc 
look." He w^us 
ruddy, "and gave the impression of bJw 
Ing a young country gentleman of the 
sporting farmer type, looking aw unlike 
a philosopher u» Thomas Henry Buckle 
looked like a historian, as he apj>eared 
to me on my first interview with him." 

Writing of Disraeli, he described him 
as a ‘'fossilized bygone to this genera¬ 
tion'; though In the political arena he 
was the most glittering performer of 
his day." 

Germany and England, according to 
Mr. Holyoake. produced the greatest 
adventurers of the century—Ferdinand 
Luton lie and Benjamin Disraeli. "Both 
were Jews. Both hnd dark locks and 
faith In Jewelry. Both were Syba rites 
In thHr pleasure#; and personal am¬ 
bition was the master passion of each. 
Both wore conmimmate speakers. Both 
sought distinction In literature as a 
prelude to influence. Both professed 
devotion to the Interred* of the people 
by promulgating doctrines which would 
consolidate the power of the governing 
classes." 

Mr. Holyoake has not much "use," as 
we eay dn America, for Disraeli, and 
he is not alone In' hbs opinion when h? 
seta him down os something of a 
mountebank. But any one who regards 
Disraeli only as a mountebank makes a 
huge mistake. 


which he Insists that he alone Is her 
husband and that no law can alter this 
fact. She Ignores him. Is divorced and 
remarries fox a home and food. 

The real murderer Is discovered and 
Costaritlno Is set free. The description 
here of the blunt suffering and rebel¬ 
lion of the poor fellow is most striking 
and convincing. From first to last the 
reader's sympathy Is enlisted for Cos- 
tantino. 

The book belongs to real art. In Its 
careful conception and finish It reminds 
one of the Turglenev masterpieces. II 
has only one blot: A note from the 
publisher explains that the ending has 
been changed for the English edition. 
One regrets this us the ending l» hasty, 
illogical and inartistic. Fortunately It 
in no way rulna the story, as it is per¬ 
fectly evident to the reader In what 
way the author originally ended It, and 
the whole work is too finished for one 
blot to ruin.

"The Man With the Hoe." Dr. Hol¬ 
land believes In no earthly paradise, 
nor no Eden dreamed of by man in his 
prehistoric childhood. He avoids that 
pitfall of reformers who hope to re¬ 
deem the world by lowering the heights 
to a level with the depths. He bus a 
good word for those much-abused evils, 
capital, privute property and distinc¬ 
tions In wages and honors. He seems 
an optimist who believes that things 
as they are are not so hopeless; that 
modern machinery’ Is an advance on 
archaic laborious nionual methods: 
that the Increase In the w'orld‘8 wealth 
can be made an Instrument of civiliza¬ 
tion, Instead of being, as some contend, 
only a weapon of demoralization. The 
chapter. The Red Cross," delivered to 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew In Trin¬ 
ity church, Boston. Is one of the most 
eloquent sermons *ver written on sac¬ 
rifice, endurance, he virtue of losing 
one's life to gain it. With perhaps 
only one of the sermons should one lie 
tempted to take Issue— thnt i-ne named 
"The Bwurd of tho Lord. ’ Somewhat 
Inconsistent seem In the mouth of a 
preacher such word* as these: "The 
modern unbelief in the rlgb* Niusne.ts of 
war is but the bigotry of indivdunl- 
ism." He goes farther than liosea 
Big low In believing that civilization 
does "git for'd upon the powder cart." 
He says that the world is Christianized 
by bayonets fur more than ov mis¬ 
sionary boards. He is not quite logical 
about peace congresses. There 1- i.o 
reason Why such lust Itur ions shoul 1 
put a barrier to civilization; that they 
should hinder the development of na¬ 
tions. 

But on the whole the book is to be 
recommended especially as an antidote 
to the writing* of "screeching reform¬ 
ers." It Is far and away more logical 
than so much of the so-called ethical 
literature; It suggests a higher Ideal¬ 
ism as the gi^al for Individuals and for 
nations.

Mr. Pidgin Is evidently determined to 
make his case for Aaron Burr if it 
takes several books to do so. The p-es- 
ent volume, though the last to appear, 
is properly the first In the trilogy of 
which "Blennerhassett" and "The Cli¬ 
max" have already been published, 
with "Little Burr." as he was called, 
for their hero. 

The youth of Burr, the time when 
his character was being formed, and 
his career In the Revolutionary War 
now give his devotee a theme. Bun- 
stands out In the narrative as brave* 
noble, almost blameless. The other side 
of the shield reveals the character of 
Alexander Hamilton as envious, Jeal¬ 
ous* revengeful, dishonest, thoroughly 
despicable. The political and social 
repudiation of Burr on that fatal field 
of Weehawken was, say* the author, 
"the result of a conspiracy conceived 
In the most malignant spirit and car¬ 
ried out in the most infamous manner" 
against the man wdio had placed Jeffer¬ 
son In the presidential chair, against 
the Colonel, legislator, Senntor, Vice 
President, whom the author further 
characterize* a* the Warwick of Amer¬ 
ica. 

In the character of Billings Is depict¬ 
ed that Richard of Denranrk. husband 
of Hamilton's mother, who took so 
strange a means of revenging himself 
for Mr*. Hamilton's desertion of him. 
George Washington. Moll Pitcher, 
Theodosia Burr and other characters of 
the time give verisimilitude to the 
story, but the greatest of them is but 
of minor importance compared with the 
overwhelming interest the author 
strives to create around the character 
of Burr.

If there be any rule In heaven, earth 
or rhetoric that this book does not vio¬ 
late the reader has failed to find it. 
Here are the loose morals of the so- 
called smart set. the Inconsequent acts 
of people possessed of a little learning, 
the short choppy sentences more fa¬ 
tiguing than even the over-long para¬ 
graphs, the "hysterical present" con¬ 
demned by the scholars, the split In¬ 
finitives abhorred by the purists, the 
anachronisms of the novice, the syn¬ 
chronisms of the unwary, the scamped 
chapters, the wobbly plot, and many 
other faults too numerous to mention. 

And yet—In spite of the fact that the 
author has violated every convention 
and tradition, has put In everything she 
know-s on every subject and has taken 
a whack at a few others, this book will 
be read from beginning to end. It has 
thut Intangible something that makes 
one read on. In spite of Its absurdi¬ 
ties, its Impossibilities, the render must 
find out In what corral the author Is go¬ 
ing to round up her cattle so that the 
book can end someway, somehow-. And 
besides there Is that redeeming touch 
of human feeling which gives a vital 
spark. 

Here Is a sample of paragraphing: 
The wife has heard from her uncle that 
her husband was glad to have her come 
home and she thus reflects: 

lie was. 

Of course he was. 

He loved her? 

Certainly he did. 

Naturally covering space like this 
makes a thick book and many chap¬ 
ters. but It gives nothing to literature 
or even to the manufacturers of the 
particular make of mechanical piano 
which Ik introduced Into the quieted 
city of New- Bremen after the Impossi¬ 
ble heroine has ordered a bonfire of all 
the Instruments which depend upon 
human Intelligence for their noise. 

Some of the characters try to be fun¬ 
ny and are simply pert, others try to 
be serious and ure funny. Miss Math¬ 
ews evidently hus her own Ideas on the 
color question. If her heroine Margie 
had associated more closely with her 
equals of another tint It Is to be feared 
she would never have found that no¬ 
bility. that power of self-effacement 
in Eva Elliott, that is not only un¬ 
known to the poor negro, but rare tn 
any color.

Sir Marcus !* a bachelor, a re¬ 
tired scholar still young, with sober, 
quiet manners, a delicate sense of hon¬ 
or and a tender heart. By his own 
unconscious evidence he stands out 
clearly, one of those unobtrusive per¬ 
sonalities who attract no attention, but 
who are loved for their real worth by 
a few Intimates. Sir Marcus becomes 
guardian, by chance, of a very young 
girl remarkably ignorant of everything 
In the English-speaking world, for she 
has been reared In a Turkish harem. 
Her mother, the widow- of an English¬ 
man, had married a Turk, Hatndl ET- 
fendl, w-hen Carlotta was a child, and 
the girl had grown up In the harem, 
her education consisting of a collection 
of questionable stories and some 
knowledge of English. Tho clashing 
Ideas of Occident and Orient are very 
confusing to Carlotta, finding herself 
suddenly ft member of Sir Marcus 
Ordeyne’s establishment. That bare 
feet are highly Indecent and bare 
nhoulders eminently proper are among 
the things that puzzle her, also that 
she may be Introduced to a man and 
not expected to marry him. There 1» 
something touching In ('arlotta'e prim¬ 
itive Innocence, but there Is another 
woman in Marcus Ordeyne's life who 
moves us to keener sympathy Judith 
Is subtler, more complex, she has suf¬ 
fered and still suffers and Is one to 
whom the doors of the world are 
closed. Judith sounds the very depths, 
but she finds for herself the philosophy 
of life, "Beyond all the fires of love 
through which one passes there Is the 
star of duty."

THE HEART OF HOPE. By Norvnl

The Civil War has served as ft setting 
for many novela good, had and Indif¬ 
ferent. but it is not yet a wornout 
setting, nnd this latest addition to the 
war literature possesses both freshness 
nnd Interest. It Is first of all a love 
story between, of course, a Union sol¬ 
dier and a Southern girl, but It Is In 
the scenes amid which the love story 
unfolds that one Is most Interested.

Just outside of Vicksburg, and through¬ 
out the story one hears the booming 
of guns and the screeching of shells 
which accompanied the siege of Vicks¬ 
burg. The sewing girls at the Relief 
Society, the hiding of the sliver, the 
quartering of the soldiers In the Words¬ 
worth home, the "caterpillar” In which 
Aunt Charity and Agatha carried away 
the provisions, the hospltnl scenes, are 
all clear and realistic incidents, the 
cruelty and Indignities of war are 
painted with skill and sympathy, yet 
entirely without bitterness. The plot, 
which Is shadowed forth In the pro¬ 
logue, telling of the stealing of two 
little boys by a ruffian, Is not at all 
new, but It serves to build a love story 
upon. The Interest lies oil In the tell¬ 
ing, which Is really well done.

London. April 28.—From Spain comes 
the story of a quaint little literary dis¬ 
cussion which the Spanish Govern¬ 
ment has been having with 900 convicts 
at Ocana. It has all been apropos of 
the coming celebration In Spain of the 
tercentenary of Cervantes, the author 
of "Don Quixote." The 900 convicts, 
who are inmates of the House of De¬ 
tention at Ocana, evidently know their 
"Don Quixote" by heart. fSr they re¬ 
cently suggested to tho Government 
that it would be an appropriate act of 
clemency to mark the tercentenary by 
giving them their freedom, and quoted 
a passage from Cervantes' master¬ 
piece in support of their argument. This 
passage was that which relates how 
the Don himself delivered a number of 
galley slaves from custody because, as 
he remarked to Rancho Fonza* "It 
seemed an act of cruelty to enalava 
those whom God and nature had made 
free, and ho did not think it right that 
honorable men should be the execu¬ 
tioners of their fellow-creatures." 

But If the convicts showed them¬ 
selves ivell up In their "Quixote," the 
authorities proved themselves no less 
familiar with the romance. They de¬ 
nied the Ingenious request, and called 
the petitioners* attention to the sequel 
of the story, which relates that the con¬ 
victs had no sooner got their liberty 
than they turned upon their benefactor, 
and to his great astonishment, robbed 
him of all his valuables.

I understand that from "Jom Uhl." 
the novel which has made so great a 
sensation In Germany, and which has 
Just been translated into English, Its 
author Gustave Frenssen. has received 
$82,500, which Is a record in the Fath¬ 
erland.

The 
Wards have now taken a villa, called 
"La Fontenelle," at Careggl, close to 


the city of the Medlcls and are plan¬ 
ning to live there for several months.

Americans are to be afforded an op¬ 
portunity to contidbiAe to a fund now- 
being raised for the preservation and 
excavation of the site of the ancient 
Hyde Abbey, where the bones of Alfred 
the Great were Interred. The property 
has recently been acquired by the city 
of Winchester and a committee, which 
Includes tho Marquis of Winchester, 
has been formed to push forward a 
work which It Is expected will bring to 
light many precious relics of the later 
Baxon period. The Abbey owed Us 
foundation to Alfred. He purchased 
the site with the intention of erecting 
a monastery there, but death overtook 
him before he had time to carry out the 
work, and It was left to his son, Ed¬ 
ward the Elder, to fulfill his wish. 
Shortly after the consecration of the 
church Alfred’s remains, which had 
been given a temporary resting place 
at the old church of St. Swlthln, were 
burled there. Soon afterward the body 
of his wife. Queen Aelswith, was In¬ 
terred there. His two sons were also 
burled there, and In subsequent year* 
several members of the Baxon Royal 
House. But In 1109 the site of the Ab¬ 
bey was changed, and most of the royal 
bones were transferred to the new edi¬ 
fice. After that the old Abbey had a 
chequered career. It was finally de¬ 
stroyed by King Henry VIII. and over 
the old foundations the county author¬ 
ities erected a Jail In 1788. Now It Is 
proposed to restore these foundations, 
in as perfect a way a* possible.

Readers of Scott's "Quentin Dur- 
ward" will remember that the scene Is 
laid chiefly In Liege, Brussels, where 
the Belgians are about to hold a 
World’s Fair In commemoration of the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of their na¬ 
tional Independence.

From the failure of Admiral Togo to 
aamnm tho aggressive and attack the 
Russian fleet upon Us entrance Into the 
China seas and from his continued 
Inactivity olnce Its advent there, the 
Inference has been that he felt Incom¬ 
petent to cope with such a force, espe¬ 
cially when supplemented by Neboga- 
toff's squadron. This has been strength¬ 
ened by an alleged opinion credited to 
Admiral Dewey to the effect that thg. 
Russia ns would win because of their 
superiority In battleships and heavy 
guns. But this statement has been de¬ 
nied. and the hero of Cavite credited 
with the avowal of his belief that the 
superiority in the personnel of the Jap¬ 
anese fleet would overbalance the Rus¬ 
sian excess In ahlps or mettal. The his¬ 
tory of naval warfare, as well os that 
on land, show’s plainly that victory does 
not always go to the heavy battalions 
and that especially on the sea the ca¬ 
pacity of the convmamilng officer la a 
cheif factor In the retrnlt. -idmiral 
Togo his demonstrated his skill and 
courage in action. Rojestvensky lfl as 
yet untried In action and his men have 
never been under fire. No superiority 
In weight of battleships or shell© can 
counterbalance this disadvantage, and 
If the two fleets come together on the 
waters of Togo's choosing there is lit¬ 
tle question that this fact will be 
fully proven. 

A Menace To Our Exports. 

In the year 1903 the United States 
exported to Germany merchandise to the 
amount of $222,414,000, a larger quantity 
than was taken by Germany from any 
other country. No other nation sold to 
Germany so large an amount of goods, 
those of Russia, the next In rank, fall¬ 
ing a trifle below two hundred millions. 
No other country except Great Britain 
took so large a share of our exports. 
Our imports from Germany In the same 
year were valued at $111,626,000, or about 
half the exports. Thus, according to 
the theory of those who Insist on the 
balance of trade, our commerce with 
Germany la especially profitable, two- 
thirds of It being In exports. This com¬ 
merce Is now menaced by the new Ger¬ 
man tariff and the commercial treaties 
made with some of our competitors. 

The Durcuu of Statistics of the De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor has

The Coming Naval Battle. 

There Is a general feeling of 1m- 
patlenoe, both In Europe and this 
country, In regard to the postponement 
of the long-expected sea fight between 
the Russian and Japanese fleets. From 
the time that Rojestvensky entered the 
straits of Malacca, now more than a 
month ago, there has been more or 
less expectation that each day might) 
bring the news of an engagement, but 
as yet not a hostile shot has been fired 
aud there Is as much difficulty in ar¬ 
riving at any definite conclusion as to 
when and wheT© the battle will take 
place as when It first seemed Imminent. 
At first it w’as supposed that Admiral 
Togo would meet the Russian fleet on 
Its arrival In the China seas antf at¬ 
tack It before It had time to recuper¬ 
ate after its Tong Journey from Mada¬ 
gascar and before It was reinforced by 
the squadron of Admiral Nebogatoff. 
But the result proved that If there had 
been any Japanese warships In that 
zone they hod been merely scouts, 
w'hlle the Japanese fleet has been care¬ 
fully concealed, though it Is generally 
believed to have occupied a strategic 
position guarding the Formosan chan¬ 
nel and the channels lying be¬ 
tween that Island and the Philippines. 

In the meantime Rojestvensky has 
been availing himself of the French 
Indisposition or inability to enforce 
strict neutrality, and has had almost 
as much benefit In the way of coal and 
supplies from Saigon and Kamranh 
Bay as If they were within Russian 
waters. He has tarried there long 
enough for Nebogatoff to effect a Junc¬ 
tion with him, and now It Is stated 
that having. In consequence of Jap¬ 
anese protest, been warned by France 
to depart from her waters, the com¬ 
bined fleet a few days ago left for 
tlie open sea without Indicating Up des¬ 
tination. This Is all that is indi¬ 
cated In regard to the movements of 
Rojestvensky, while as to Admiral 
Togo's whereabouts or the policy he 
has determined upon, there (s absolute¬ 
ly nothing positively known. The In¬ 
ference Is. however, rational, that hav¬ 
ing given no evidence of an aggressive 
policy, he has. from the beginning, de¬ 
termined to stand on the defensive and 
that, therefore. If there Is to be a good 
naval battle It will be upon ground of 
his own choosing. 

Upon this hypothesis it will devolve 
upon Admiral Rojestvensky to demon¬ 
strate the object of his long Journey 
Into Asiatic waters. Having left the 
friendly waters of France, with no 
harbor of rest or refuge for hla fleet 
short of Vladivostok, once upon the 
broad ocean he cannot afford to halt 
and assume the defensive Ih expecta¬ 
tion of an attack by Admiral Togo. 
There wfll be but one of two alterna¬ 
tives. He will either have to go In 
search of the Japanese fleet to at¬ 
tack It wherever he may And It 
or go to Vladivostok. Should he 
decide upon the latter course and 
take the other route, eastward of Ja¬ 
pan. he may be aide to moke his way 
through the straits to the north of the 
islands and reach hi© destination with¬ 
out serious obstruction. Should he de¬ 
termine to pursue f thc other route and 
attempt to paas through the Korean 
Strait It Is there that he may expect to 
find Admiral Togo and that the battle 
for naval supremacy in those waters 
may be fought. The Indications 
for some time have tended to 
show that this has been die policy of 
the Japanese Admiral, to resist the 
passage of the Formosan Straits if 


menace of the new situation Is not so 
bad as it might be. It points out that 
of our exports In 1903 cotton represented 
$109,000,000, and that cotton entered Ger¬ 
many free and remains free under the 
new tariff. Several other commod¬ 
ities augment the exports that 
will remain free to more than half of 
the total. However, raw cotton is the 
principal Item that will not be affected. 
It is not taxed because of the German 
policy of admitting such raw material 
free In order to enable manufacturers 
to compete with their rivals In foreign 
markets. 

In spite of this showing It remains 
true that our exports to a value about 
^equal to our Imports will be affected by 
the higher German tariff and the conces¬ 
sions made to our competitors. The 
German mills must have our cotton, 
though even as to this they are trying 
to create new sources of supply. But 
the new tariff greatly Increases the 
rates on breadstuffs and provisions, es¬ 
pecially to those countries that have 
no commercial treaties, and so must 
pay the maximum rates. Com Imported 
from the United States Is now paying 
ten cents a bushel. Under the new 
German tariff it will pay thirty-one 
cents, while from countries with com¬ 
mercial treaties It will pay but nineteen 
cents. Wheat, which Is now taxed 
twenty-three cents a bushel, will be 
taxed forty-nine cents under the general 
tariff and thlrty-slx cents when coming 
from countries with commercial treat¬ 
ies. On other commodities which we 
have for export, with the exception of 
cotton and a few others, there ore sim¬ 
ilar increases, and similar differentials. 
In favor of countries with commercial 
treaties. 

It Is useless to quibble about who 
will pay this increased tax. No matter 
how the price may be fixed In the Ger¬ 
man market, if we pay the higher rates, 
there will be a difference against ua 
of twelve cents a bushel on corn and 
thirteen cents on wheat. If our com¬ 
petitors can supply the market at the 
lower rate, it will drive us out. If the 
price be fixed by our exports our rivals 
will share the protection to German 
grain to that extent, and their exports 
will be stimulated accordingly to our 
disadvantage. 

At present we are getting the benefit 
of the "most favored nation” clause In 
our commerce with Germany, But we 
made a treaty with Cuba to admit her 
sugar at 20 per cent, less duty than the 
sugar from Germany. We held that the 
most favored nation clause did not ap¬ 
ply to a reciprocity treaty where there 
was a bargain to give concessions In re¬ 
turn for concessions received. The same 
principle, of course, applies to the 
commercial treaties that Germany has 
made. But it la expected that the ex¬ 
isting arrangement with reference to 
the most favored nation will be formal¬ 
ly denounced and ended before next 
March, when the new’ German tariff 
and commercial treaties become opera¬ 
tive. Even If It be not. we seem to be 
estopped from objecting to the prefer¬ 
ences given to other countries by reci¬ 
procity treaties. 

It Is pretty clear that this situation 
will put to a Bevere test the policy of 
the United States Senate to reject all 
treaties of reciprocity, to which the Cu¬ 
ban treaty is the only notable excep¬ 
tion. It Is well know*n how vigorous a 
resistance was made to the approval of 
that. If nothing be done to save our 
trade with Germany, McKinley's warn¬ 
ing that wo cannot go on forever sell¬ 
ing largely to other countries while Luv. 
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Ing little, or nothing of them will oe 
Impressively recalled to the minds of 
our exporters of breadstuffs and pro¬ 
visions. _ 

The Haymarket Riot. 

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

In view of the present disturbances in 
Chicago, will you please tell something 
about the origin and cause of the Hay- 
market riot In that city, together with 
any other facts of Interest?—(F. P. R. 

The notorious Haymarket riot was 
the outgrowth of a strike of 40,000 Chi¬ 
cago workmen on May 1, 1S86. On May 
3 the Strikers attacked the workmen 
of the McCormick plant, who had not 
Joined them in the strike. Policemen 
were called, and In the clash that fol¬ 
lowed half a dozen men w’ere wounded. 
That night handbills, printed in En¬ 
glish and German, were spread broad¬ 
cast over Chicago, reading thus: 

“Attention. Workmen! Great mass- 
meeting at 7:30 o'clock at Haymarket, 
Randolph street, betw’eon Desplalnes and 
Halstead. Good speakers will be present 
to denounce the latest atrocious act of 
the police, *ho shooting *of our follow- 
workmen yesterday afternoon. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE." 

Tuesday t evening, May 4. came. By 
8:30 o'clock a crowd of a thousand per¬ 
sons had assembled at the Haymarket 
Square. August Spies, eldtor of the 
Arbiter Zeitung, was the first speaker. 
Beginning with a rambling discussion 
of the labor question in general, ho at 
last came to the subject of the Chicago 
troubles. Then he became Inflammatory 
and vehement. “What means this dis¬ 
play of gathering guns, cannon, bay¬ 
onets, patrol wagons, clubs?” sold 
Spies. “What means this calling out of 
the First regiment? Is It an entertain¬ 
ment for you? McCormick denies that 
he is responsible for the bloodshed yes¬ 
terday. I say he lies. He Is responsible 
for the death of our brothers.” 

“Put him In the lake!” ”A rope Is 
better!” “String him up!” These cries 
came from the crowd; to which Spies 
responded with; “Do not make useless 
threats, my friends, but when you are 
ready, act.” 

Then other speakers arose and 
harangued the gathering in much the 
same fiery strain. After this sort of 
speech and excitement had continued 
for a while two police captains at the 
station nearby, fearing a riot might re¬ 
sult, led 170 patrolmen to the place. 
Raising his club to attract attention, 
CapL Ward said: “In the name of the 
State of Illinois, I command this crowd 
to disperse.” 

Instantly there was a flight of sparks 
from an alley behind the speakers* 
wagon. A bomb fell with a roar In the 
midst of the police columns. There 
was an explosion. One policeman was 
killed instantly and others suffered 
w’ounds from which they died. Then 
a terrific scene occurred. Revolvers 
were drawn and a bloody battle was 
fought between the crowd and the po¬ 
licemen. Newspaper accounts differ, 
but it Is pretty generally accepted that 
seven policemen were killed and sixty 
wounded, and a number of those par¬ 
ticipating in the meeting were killed 
and wounded. 

A search for the bomb thrower was 
made, but he was never discovered. 
Eight agitators were indicted. Seven 
of them—Spies, Schwab, Flelden, Par¬ 
sons, Fischer, Engel and LIngg—were 
found guilty of murder under Judge 
Gary's charge to the Jury directing the 
return of such a verdict If the defend¬ 
ants were parties to a conspiracy, 

' even though the date of the culmina¬ 
tion of that conspiracy had not been 
fixed.” Neebe, the eighth prisoner, was 
sentenced to fifteen years' Imprison¬ 
ment. Ltngg committed suicide. The 
sentences of Schwab and Flelden were 
commuted to life Imprisonment, and 
Spies. Parsons, Fischer and Engel were 
hanged. On June £6. 1893, Gov. Altgcld 
pardoned the three men In prison on 
the theory that the bomb was thrown 
as an act of personal revenge against 
a police captain nnd that It had not 
been shown that the bomb thrower was 
Instigated by the convicted men. 


Race Prejudice In the North. 

The severe criticism to which the 
South has long been subjected on ac¬ 
count of Its peo*4lar views upon the 
race question ts finding a very marked 
evidence of reversal of judgment in the 
North. Theoretically, that enlightened 
portion of the Union takes the very 
high ground that there should be no 
discrimination on any score, but when¬ 
ever a practical Issue arises, ns much 
if not more prejudice and bitterness is 
developed In that section than In the 
South. Mobs form Just as rap¬ 
idly to lynch a negro upon provocation 
In Ohio as in Georgia, while there is 
less tolerance for the negro as a com¬ 
petitor in the field of labor in nearly 
every Northern State than in any 
Southern one. In the latter nil the 
trades are open to negroes equally with 
the whites, while In the North they 
are excluded from the trades and from 
the trades unions. It was In Illinois that 
the Republican Governor Tanner, in 
violation of the Constitution, prohibited, 
under threat of attack with the State 
militia, negro coal miners from the 
South from being employed to take the 
place of strikers, and In Chicago now 
there is slumbering vengeance for the 
negro strike-breakers from St. Louis. 

But the latest manifestation of raclul 
prejudice has taken place In San 
Francisco, where the School Board 
has decided to provide separate schools 
for whites and Asiatics. The principal 
occasion of this outbreak of fueling,, 
which has been allayed for some yeurs 
since It was so virulent against the 
Chinese, Is the apprehension that the 
exclusion/LCt may be terminated. As to 
the Japanese who are. under Federal 
law, free to immigrate to this country, 
the Californians do not like the In¬ 
clination developing for their entering 
that State and becoming citizens. 
Hence, not being able to inhibit It 
directly they take this means of dis¬ 
couraging their coming. It is lucky for 
♦ ha country that the question of Im¬ 


migration Is a national and not a State 
matter, or the restrictions would be so 
based upon prejudice as not to be lim¬ 
ited solely as to race, but according 
to the vagaries of the popular element 
as to creed and other considerations. 
As it is now’ the only means of ex¬ 
clusion is by such indirect methods as 
in California or the shotgun policy of 
Gov. Tanner. 


A Bad Marksman. 

“Be aJw*ays ready with the pistol/' was 
the dying advice of an Irish gentleman, 
“one of the olden time,” to his son. By 
this he by no means meant that the 
young man was to constitute himself 
a walking arsenal and be ready to 
shoot at a moment's notice or even 
without notice. He simply meant that 
where his honor w’as Involved he was 
to respond to the requirements of the 
“code” and should at all times, when the 
word was given be ready to discharge 
a dueling pistol without any tremor of 
the nerves. The code of honor, which 
must have life for a blow, has been 
well characterized by Tennyson as 
“Christless,” but It had many points of 
superiority to the practice of carrying 
pistols at all times and firing without 
any notice at all. 

Mr. Isaac Rhea, of Ow’enshoro. al¬ 
though exhibiting an undue willingness 
to use a pistol appears to hkve devel¬ 
oped a singular Incapacity for hitting 
the mark. He was ready with the pis¬ 
tol In a sense but certainly not In the 
Irish sense, and equally not In what Is 
understood in other States to be the 
Kentucky sense. It Is true that ac¬ 
cording to the traditions the rifle, and 
not the pistol la the weapon with which 
the Kentuckian excels as a marksman. 
In earlier days the lad who failed to 
hit a squirrel in the eye was obliged 
to pass a bad quarter of an hour with 
his father when he returned from a 
hunt. It Is true the squirrel rifle has 
fallen into a sort of desuetude, but still 
the Kentuckian has a reputation for 
superior accuracy with firearms. 

That this reputation is often not at 
all justified was shown by the bud 
record made by Mr. Rhea Holding his 
wife by the throat with one hand, pre¬ 
sumably the left, he fired tw’o shots at 
her with the other. At such a distance 
It w’as Impossible for him to make a 
record for markmanshlp, but he made 
a really wonderful exhibition of tho 
lack of It, for he missed entirely. Mr. 
Rhea Intended this as an answer to a 
suit for divorce and alimony, but it 
was clearly bad on demurrer. The 
wife bod only asked for one-fourth of 
his'estate as alimony, but she should 
now file an amended petition and de¬ 
mand at least half. 

The scandalous exhibition of bad 
markmanshlp made by Mr. Rhea 
should teach our friends in other States 
that the Kentuckian Is not always as 
ready with the pistol as he is reputed 
to be away from home. We have our 
good marksmen, and we have our “bad 
men,” but the great majority of Ken¬ 
tuckians do not carry pistols, and are 
not at all expert In the use of them. 
The record made by Mr. Rhea Is ex¬ 
ceptionally bad. but the Idea that Ken¬ 
tuckians generally are “ready with the 
pistol” is entirely unfounded.

President Wulmsley, of the New En¬ 
gland Cotton Manufacturers' Associa¬ 
tion. takes a very hopeful view' of an 
Industry which has recently complained 
of the most serious depression. In an 
address the other day he declared that 
“the suggestion that Now’ England's 
great staple industry Is on the wane, 
on the decline, Is worse than absurd; It 
Is a reflection on common sense." But 
he admits that there have been two 
years of adversity, and he also con¬ 
cedes that the New England mills are 
not so well equipped to keep up with 
competitors as they should be. In plain 
words, they need new and Improved 
machinery, but are threatened with 
labor wars If they put It In. Mr. 
Wulmsley snys that new machinery and 
new devices are absolutely essentia) 
and must be put In at all hazards. It 
seems pretty clear that this Is indis¬ 
pensable to the prosperity of the cotton 
mills of New England. 

A writer In the New York Times 
who speaks from actual test and ex¬ 
perience declares that “the whole secret 
of burning coal smokelesoly Is to ob¬ 
tain complete coinbusihoi In the fur¬ 
nace and combustion chamber before 
any appreciable amount of the combus¬ 
tion gases meet the chilling W’ater sur¬ 
faces of boilers or other surfaces to be 
heated." In this view of the case—and a 
sensible view it ©eema—<the smok^ 
nuisance may be abated by properly 
constructing furnaces. The eoonomy of 
it ought to commend Itself, to say noth¬ 
ing of other L*ss selfish consideration©.

On Jerome’s Motion. 


WILL NOT RETURN TO STAGE. 


RECOEDEB OOFF LECTURES FOR¬ 
MER SHOW GIRL. 


CHEERED BY THE CROWD. 


New York, May 12.—Nan Patterson 
was discharged from custody this fore¬ 
noon. District Attorney Jerome ap¬ 
peared before Recorder Goff, In the 
Court of General Sessions, and recom¬ 
mended the release of Miss Patterson 
on her own recognizance. He Indorsed 
the Indictment against her in substance 
to the effect that he did not believe 
at this time and in this county an¬ 
other trial of Miss Patterson would re¬ 
sult In anything but & disagreement. 
Tho order was accordingly issued at 
once.

Two Thousand Persons Cheered Her. 


Miss Patterson left the Criminal 
Court building by the police entrance, 
on Franklin street, where 2,000 persons 
cheered her qs she appeared. In com¬ 
pany with her father and lawyers, A 
Levy and O’Reilly, she entered a car¬ 
riage and was driven to her lawyers' 
offices. .gqll 

In hl6 address to the Recorder. Mr. 
Jerome declared that this had been a se¬ 
rious mlsaarriage of Justice. He said 
many of the newspapers had labored 
to create sympathy for the girl and 
that this case had “caused one more 
step In this county toward trial by 
newspapers, rather than trial by Jury.” 
He approved all his assistant, Mr. 
Rand, had done, or said in conducting 
the case and added:

These two trio Is must have been ter¬ 
rible ordeals to you. 

“Tliere is nothing I can add In this 
case that has not already been said, 
but let me entreat you In all your fu¬ 
ture life to remember tihe terrible ex- 
[►erienee through which you have Ju*t 
passed ami to permit every action of 
your Hfo hereafter to be guided by that 
experience. 1 feel sure that you will 
do so; that you will remember your 
ordeal."

Jerome Criticises Newspapers. 


In thie course of lvls address to the 
Recorder. District Attorney Jerome 
criticised the newspapers for their 
statements about the expense of the 
case, declaring that they had made 
“grop.M nfls representations of the coe* 
of the trials," and thAt rhe accounts of 
‘enormous expenditures flaunted before 
the public" were erroneous. He eald 
that hla own auditors had made an es¬ 
timate of the cos! of the case whidh 
did exceed $8,000. In his defense of 
Mr. Rand, t3i© District Attorney de¬ 
clared that the attacks upon his chief 
of staff, as he termed Mr. Rami, were 
“willful and mendacious." ami that, 
though made by his “professional 
brethren." he considered them unjust 
In the extreme.

DRS. MUELLER AND RAMSAY 

ON LIFE OF SCHILLER. 


Schiller's life, character and his In¬ 
fluence over the literature of his own 
as well as subsequent periods, fur¬ 
nished the? theme of an able and lu 
terestlng address which was delivered 
last night by the Rev. Ignatius Muel¬ 
ler, of the B’rith Shell)in temple. A 
large audience was present and careful 
attention was given. The Rev. W. H. 
Ramsay also spoke briefly on the great 
German poet, ahowing what he has 
done for German literature. The oc¬ 
casion was the anniversary of the 
death of Schiller, which was generally 
celebrated by all admirers of the 
writer. 

The Rev. M. Mueller’s address cov¬ 
ered the history of the early life of 
Schiller, after a preliminary sketch of 
the condition of literature in various 
countries at the time he was born. He 
showed that only Greece, France and 
Eugland have really thought and writ¬ 
ten. Proceeding he then covered the 
Influence which followed the work done 
by Schiller and how it had stimulated 
and built up German literature.

Why not employ 
something genuinely good enough to out¬ 
last the years of wear and criticism, as 
the motif and basis for building a musical 
comedy of sanity and sequence—a musical 
comedy that la coherent and well ImJ- 
anced and develops a story convincing and 
easily grasped? That, in a word and as 
a query*, describes ‘ Lady Teazle," hi 
which Lillian Russell was presented last 
evening at Macauley's. 

To tHl the truth, here L a combina¬ 
tion novel and Irrestlstlblc. Lillian Rus » 
sell and comic opera go together—she got 
over that Weber & Fields habit somo * 
years ago—but to supply this Sheridan, 
comedy as the vehicle Is distinctly end 
thoroughly a fascinating Innovation.

DEVELOPS THAT HIS FAILURE 
WAS ABOUT COMPLETE. 


HOWARD’S CASE UP AGAIN. 


A meet'nr of the creditor* of Edward 
I>. HenderKhot was held with Albert 
Raab, of Indianapolis, referee in bank 
buptcy, at the office of Thomas J. 
Brock. In Jeffersonville, yesterday for 
the purpose of selecting a trustee In 
bankruptcy. Laurent A. Douglas, of 
Jeffersonville, being named. For the 
post eighteen months Ileudershot has 
been conducting a gent's furnishing 
goods store In Jeffersonville, and in 
February, 19G4, made a statement to a 
mercantile agency that his Indebted* 
ness consisted of an account of $41 
which was not yet due. Several weeks 
ago a number of creditors filed suits 
In Jeffersonville against Hendershot to 
set aside a chattel mortgage executed 
to his father, Isaac C. Hendershot, Oc- 
tober 13. 1904. and to restrain him from 
disposing of his stock. 

An order restraining Hendershot was 
Issued, and he then filed a plea in 
abatement to contempt proceedings on 
the ground he had no stock to dispose 
of, os It had been taken over by his 
father January 20, 1905. and he was act¬ 
ing only as agent for him. Following 
this came the filing of a petition in 
bankruptcy at New Albany and yester¬ 
day was the first meeting of the cred¬ 
itors, thirty-two of them being repre¬ 
sented by Thomas J. Brock, Laurent A. 
Dougins ar*d Luts A Zollman. Jeffer¬ 
sonville law firms. At this meeting It 
was brought out that the failure was 
about as complete as It could well be. 
and It Is not likely any of the creditors 
will get a cent. It is said. 

The moregage made to Isaac C. Hun¬ 
dershot on October 13, 1994. was for a 
given consideration of $3,700, but It 
was contended this was not true. Yes¬ 
terday, however, the case was put In 
another light by Dr. Hendershot pro¬ 
ducing checks amounting to the sum 
that he had advanced to his son, as 
follows.

HOWARD'S CASE UP AGAIN. 


Attorney Argues Motion For An¬ 
other Trial. 

Ap argument was made yesterday by 
Frank M. Mayfield In the Clark Circuit 
Court at Jeffersonville on a motion 
for a new trial in the case of the State 
of Indiana against Charles Howard, 
who was fined $10 and was given from 
one to seven years in prison for obtain- 
lug money under false pretenses from 
Mrs. Bert Anderson by representing to 
her that he would appoint her an agent 
for a soap company.

The argument yesterday was made on 
but one ground, it being claimed It was 
contrary to the law and the evidence 
for the Jury to assess a fine of $10. Nu¬ 
merous authorities were cited In defense 
of the objection and to-day Prosecuting 
Attorney Charles K. Zollman will make 
his argument for the State. The verdict 
was prepared under Instructions of 
Judge Montgomery, and was given to 
the Jury along with another typewritten 
form to be used in case the defendant 
was found not guilty. After the verdict 
of guilty was found it became the duty 
of Judge Montgomery to affix the prison 
sentence, but so far this has not been 
done. The law. however, regulates 
what the punishment shall be under the 
Indeterminate sentence act.

IS 6,456. 


INCREASE OF NINE SHOWN. 


The anti-cigarette law. enacted by 
the Indiana Legislature ut the recent 
session of that body, will he tested In 
the Supreme Court by William W, Low¬ 
ry, a former resident of New Albany now 
practicing law In Indianapolis. Mr. 
Lowry a few days ago entered the 
Marion county courthouse smoking a 
cigarette and boasted to the deputy 
prosecutor that he not only smoked 
them but had 1.000 In his possession at 
home. 

The matter was taken at onc^ before 
the grand Jury, then In session, and 
an Indictment was returned without 
delay. Mr. Lowry guve bond for his 
appearance and the case will be tMed 
In Indianapolis to-day. Should the de¬ 
cision be against him, and It is expect¬ 
ed It will b4, Mr. Lowry* will at once 
take the case to the Supreme Court In 
order to tost Its constitutionality. Two 
men have been fined for violating the 
law in New Albany, one of whom Is 
In the Floyd county Jail serving out the 
remainder of a thirty-five days’ term, 
while friends of the other paid the fine 
of $35 assessed against him In the city 
court two days after the trial and he 
was released. Since then no arrests 
have been inude. 


NINE MORE SCHOOL CHILDREN 

In New Albany This Year, Total Be¬ 
ing 6,456. 

The work of taking the enumeration 
of the children of school age of New 
Albany was completed yesterday, the 
enumerators being R. F. Johnson and 
Justus Kraft. It shows a total of 6,456 
children, white and colored, being a 
slight Increase over the enumeration of 
last year, when the total was 6.44T. The 
figures In detail are: White males, 
2,872; white females. 2.816; colored 
males, 353; colored females, 415; total 
whites. 5,688; total colored, 768. Accords 
Ing to the multiple in use generally, 
3 6-10, the enumeration show’s that New 
Albany now* has a population of 23,241. 
Should the multiple 4 be used, as In the 
cose In many Indiana cities, this enu¬ 
meration will Hhow the city's popula¬ 
tion to be 25,824. 

In the enumeration considerable as¬ 
sistance was rendered by the children 
of the public schools. They w*ere re¬ 
quired between April 10 and April 30 
to make a preliminary enumeration 
and report to their teachers on cards 
furnished for that purpose. These cards 
were turned over to the enumerators 
for verification and were found to he 
of great value. This system has been 
In effect In New* Albany for three 
years, having been originated by Prof. 
G. A. Prosser, superintendent of the 
public schools.

The argument on the demurrer to the 
plea In abatement In the case against 
the Rev. U. G. Sutherlin will be re¬ 
sumed In the Floyd Circuit Court at 
New Albany to-day.

should the Commonwealth reform 
the Indictment and make a separate 
indictment against James Hargis, 
charging him with being an accessory 
before the fact and making the neces¬ 
sary allegation that he was absent at 
the time of the killing, the Common¬ 
wealth would fall. because the 
undisputed testimony show’s that he 
w*aa not absent at the time of the kill¬ 
ing. but present. 

He further said that, should the 
Commonwealth charge, as Judge Park¬ 
er admits it does In the present in¬ 
dictment, that he entered into a con¬ 
spiracy with others and encouraged 
and Induced Jett and Britton to kill 
Cockrill and W’as present at the time of 
the killing, aiding and abetting, the 
Comrnonw’ealth would then fall, unless

BUT CAN BE CARRIED OUT SUO 
CESSFULLY. 


Theo. P. Shonts* View of tho Feasi¬ 
bility of Completing the 
Isthmian Canal. 


Chlcngo, May 12.—Theodore P. 
Shonts, President of the Panama Canal 
Commission, declared to-day that In 
the few weeks he had been actively 
at work on the affairs of tho canal he 
Had discovered that while the immens¬ 
ity of the project is likely to stagger 
even an enthusiastic supporter of It, 
the obstacles presented are by no means 
Insuperable. 

Mr. Shonts left to-day for Washing¬ 
ton to resume hto duties In connection 
with the canal. He goes to Panama 
to remain permanently about the end 
of June. 

’’I have found out that, while the 
building of the canal to a stupendous 
project. It Is by no means one which 
cannot be conquered and put through 
to a successful finish. As a matter of 
fact, there are Just four principal prop¬ 
ositions and I enumerate them this 
way; Climatic conditions. The solu¬ 
tion for this lies in sanitation. We will 
have the greatest sanitary experts In 
the world associated with us, and I 
ntn sure that we vHll overcome the cli¬ 
mate. 

“Labor—The solution for the difficul¬ 
ties Involved In securing enough of tho 
right kind of labor lies In fair treat¬ 
ment. fair wa&p.s and enforced sanita¬ 
tion. 

“The engineering problem Is not, 
perhaps, more difficult than others that 
have been put through successfully. Its 
Immensity Is the only staggering tiling 
about It The same organisation and 
the same forces applies to this project 
than ore used In less gigantic enter¬ 
prises of the aanie kind, but on a sim¬ 
ilarly large scale will. In my opinion* 
make a successful Job.” 

GAS TANK’EXPLODES 


IN PHILADELPHIA WITH TER¬ 
RIBLE RESULTS. 


Two Dead, Two Missing, Two Fatally 
Hurt and Nine Others 
Injured. 


Philadelphia, May 12.—Two porsoni 
are dead, two missing, two fatally In¬ 
jured and nine others seriously hurt 
as the result of an explosion of a 
United Gas Improvements Company** 
tank ut Point Breeze In the southern 
section of thl* city to-day. 

The tank which exploded was No. I, 
located In the yard of the company.

Their 
clothing was on fire and the occupants 
of the house extinguished the flames.

On the advance 
there has been more cotton eolJ tn the South, 
which was noi tor sale at Lwer price#, ar.d 
aptrui«rs appear to be g-ttlng cotton rather 
freely on a basis of a methtng over 74 for 
contracts in New York Tha market this wok 
lias at time* betn active, but without the pie*, 
ence cf general specula!l<n nrcraeary to ©airy 
on the rue and endow operator* with confidence 
to buy freely. Thl* has been due to a turn In 
weather, bringing about necessary sunshine 
and condition* are now all that could he de¬ 
sired. As a result of the excessive rains a 
week or two ago the crop now require* p.enty 
of sunshine to dry out the coll and enable 
planters to work th* 'fields and g-t out the 
w»-*da, The feature of the week has been the 
persist-nt buying of July outitracts in New 
York by we|| known N< w Yojk speculator# whj 
have recently become hull* on the cotton mar¬ 
ket. The buying has been attended with con¬ 
siderable manipulation and thaa» conversant 
with operations in the New York market are 
convinced that to some extent at least, pur¬ 
chaser* of July arc being hedged with solos 
of October.

In 1902, the stock market reached a high- 
water mark which haa not eo far boon passed. 
The thirty-nine stocks, to which reference ha* 
been made, reached, in 1902, an average high 
point of 102.98 From (hat level there wne a 
long decline, which, atari tog in September, 
1902. continued aim tot without Intermission for 
one year, culminating tn September, 1903. but 
reaching tn 1904 a point practically as low as 
that fetched In 1003 Speaking broadly, the 
market may be said to have turned upward In 
March of 1804. 

The average low point reached by iheae 
thirty-nine stocks in 1904 was 04 22. being a 
decline of 38.60 points. Tha market ihon ad¬ 
vanced almost without intermission—except the 
December eu>rm—from May. liMU. to the be¬ 
ginning of April in this year. It reeovored 
from the average low point of 04.22 to an av¬ 
erage high point in 1905 of 9« 06. being a gain 
of 34.44 from the lowest The high point of 
1005. however, was below that of 1902 The 
recent decline has been abnormally larg* and 
abnormally rapid. Practically within a monlh 
the market has fallen from a level represented 
by the high point of 8$ 60 to a low point of 
54.70, being a drop of practically 14 points In 
about thirty day». At the level reached In the 
recent decline, prices are very little more than 
midway brtw»*?n tho low point of 1804 and the 
\jgh point at 1802. It 1e very Important to de- 
tfrmlne. It possible, what the course of prices 
la likely to be from now on Will they advano* 
above the previous high-water mark of 11H12. 
or will they tend toward tho low.waUr mark 
of 11X>4? 

Values In the long run tend to govern prtoaa, 
pr*wld**d that other factors, as for Inainnce, 
the value of money, do not greatly change. 
With regard to values there can be but litt’a 
question as to two things. The Orel la that 
values represented by stocks, such as Uose 
tuM-d in compilation of averages, nre decidi-dly 
higher than they were In 1902. x* hen t»p price* 
were touched. The earnings of railroad and 
Industrial companies at the present time are 
in the aggregnte materially larger than they 
were tn ItKC The Second thing Is that the 
tendency of values ts still distinctly upward. 
There la nothing In the situation to-day to 


warrant the belief that earnings of Invested 
capital am not on the up grade, and every re 
liable indication shows that they are There 
fore, we arc Justified In tho statement that 
measured by valuos. stocks are better worth 
tho high prices of 1902 than they were nearly 
three years ago when those high prices warn 

r - 

It must be remembered that In this c >un*ry 
time l» on the side of prices. Natural growth 
and a capital account unwatered will make 
almost any railroad stock a large dividend 
payee if the railroad Is in th-> United State*. 
The inruro fact that the country Is three years 
oldr«r than It was when the last high pri<’r>» 
were touched ta a very powerful argument in 
favor of tho belief that lhe last high point 
will bo poaevd In the near future 

Tlita la on the assumption that no great 
changes occur tn the money market, and that 
no great disturbance to business is originated 
lm Congress. As regards the money market, 
credit is considerably expanded, but consider¬ 
ing tho very largo business that la being done, 
there is nothing **rtmpi in the figures A» re¬ 
gards disturbance ot bustnee* by Congree 
there la oa yot *no reason to apprehend any 
very dangerous development*. Such danger a 
there might ha u«iuhl lie in an attempt to 
screw down the eafsty valve. There will have 
to be legislation on the railroad question some 
time next fall or winter, hut it la probable

Plans are being prepared for a flve- 
etory addition to the WetsaJnger-Gaul- 
b^rt Apartment building.

HEAVY IRON FALLS 

AND INJURES MEN. 


Were At Work On Approach To Big 
Four Bridge. 


John Swanager sustained a broken 
leg and Polly Scearce was badly 
bruised by a fall at the approach to 
the Big Four bridge at the foot of Wen- 
tel street yesterday afternoon about 
2; SO o'clock. A large piece of iron, 
weighing a ton and a half, was being 
raised by tuckle, which gave away Just 
os the piece was being swung into 
place. Swanager, whose work it was 
to secure the piece as it Was fitted, was 
■truck by the end of the Iron as It fell, 
and his leg broken. The piece fell to 
the ground, a distance of about twenty 
feet. 

Polly Scearce. who lives In Jeffer¬ 
sonville and who was at work on a 
riveting scaffold, was thrown from his 
position by the Jar. and. falling fifteen 
feet, lodged In the false work below. 
His scalp was cut open and he sus¬ 
tained numerous minor bruises. He 
went to his home across the river, but 
returned later In the afternoon. 
Swanager was taken to his home, 2«14 
Hemlock street, where his Injuries, 
which are not serious, were dressed. 
The report was spread over the Enst 
End that three men had been killed at 
the works and a large crowd soon as¬ 
sembled to learn about the disaster. 

HIGH TIDE COMING 

IN THE OHIO RIVER. 


Water Rising Here At the Rate of 
Nearly Two-Tenths of An 
Inch An Hou^ 


The Ohio river Is rising from head- 
writers to Evansville and a big river Is 
expected here. The tide will not be 
high enough to do any damage, but 
It will afford good boating water for 
some time to come. Last night the 
river was rising here nearly two- 
tenths of an Inch an hour. There was 
ten feet of water In the canal and 
seven feet eight Inches on the falls. 

During the past twenty-four hours 
the river has risen twelve feet at Cin¬ 
cinnati and eight feet at Madison. 
Heavy rains are reported up to Ports¬ 
mouth. O. More rain Is expected above 
and local showers are not unlikely here 
this afternoon.

UNDERTAKERS TO DISCUSS 
PLANS FOR CITY MORGUE. 


•‘The effects of a nine-foot stage of 
water all the year round from Pitts 
burg to Cairo upon transportation and 
all other lines of commercial develop 
meni would bo Incalculable," said a 
memKr of the local committee, ap¬ 
pointed to prepare for the entertain¬ 
ment of the Rivers and Harbors Com¬ 
mittee of Congress next Monday. 

"It would be an Immense factor in 
this question of railroad rate leglsla 
tlon, and would In a gTeat measure 
solve the question as far as the cen¬ 
tral part of the country Is concerned 
It will take $50,000,000 to make the nee 
essary Improvement, but that amount 
of money Is small when the results 
are considered. It would revolutionize 
methods of business. It would make 
such powerful competitors for the rail 
roads that rates would have to epme 
down. 

"It Is known to everyone that the 
lowest railroad rates are obtainable 
where there Is water competition. Take 
the rates from New York to the South 
east, which were the object of an at 
tAck made recently by the Chicago 
shippers. The rates from New York 
to Southeastern cities are much less 
than the rates from Chicago, though 
the distance from New' York Is greater. 
This state of affairs Is entirely at 
trlbutable to the water competition 
made possible by the Atlantic oocan. 
Rallroads. running south from New 
York have to meet the rates of the 
steamship lines, which operate at much 
less expense and naturally are able to 
get legtimate profits from lower tar¬ 
iffs. 

"Another Instance that Is strikingly 
apparent Is In the State of New York, 
where rates are affected by the Erie 
cai;<U. running from the lakes to k he 
Huuson. That canal keeps the prices 
of transportation In New York dow r n 
to a minimum and is to a great extent 
responsible for the magnificent devel 
opment of the State. 

• • • 

From Cairo To Pittsburg. 

•Think what It would mean to all 
thin country If we hail a great canal 
extending from Cairo to Pittsburg, 
with nine feet of water all the year 
round. Below Cairo tne water Is al 
ways there, and we would then have 
an open waterway from Pittsburg to 
the Gulf of Mexico. It would make 
Louisville a seaport and would give the 
business Industries of this city such 
a stimulus as they have never had 
before and never can get from any 
other source. When all these things 
are taken Into consideration you can 
realize the Importance of the trip of 
this committee. It is up to the people 
of the valley to show to these men, 
w'ho have the power to vote the ap¬ 
propriation. that such action Is neces¬ 
sary for the future greatness of the 
cities and welfare of the people of this 
enormous and Immensely productive 
section of the United States." 

The Rivers and Harbors Committee 
Is on board the steamboat Queen City, 
and Is due to arrive here Monday morn¬ 
ing. From the time the boat left 
Pittsburg the Congressmen have been 
receiving receptions equal to ovations 
at every city along the banks of the 
river. The citizens have enthusiastic¬ 
ally shown their interest In the great 
movement. Theodore E. Burton, chair¬ 
man of the committee is In charge of 
the party. 

In a speech at Wheeling. W. Va, 
Congressman J. Adam Bede, a member 
of the committee, said: 

**It Is the case of the people against 
the Ohio river. We are the Jury and 
are not allowed to express an opinion 
Just now*. But the United States may 
find the Ohio guilty of restraint of 
trade and sentence It to be dammed 
from Pittsburg to Cairo."

INJURED CUSTOMER LOSES. 


The grand Jury yesterday began an 
investigation of the poolrooms which 
are said to have been in operation in 
the county, near the Louisville Jockey 
Club track, and a number of witnesses 
were heard. Other witnesses have 
been summoned and the investigation 
will be continued to-day. Several raids 
have been made by the county police¬ 
men on the room at Seventh and P 
streets and the alleged operators ar¬ 
rested. Six men are to be tried next 
w'eek lri the County Court on the 
charge of operating a poolroom, their 
cages having been passed when pre¬ 
sented before Judge Gregory last Fri¬ 
day. 

The Jury has finished Investigation of 
tho election cases and will take no fur¬ 
ther action In regard to the primary 
election Investigation until after Judge 
Joseph Pryor has given a decision us 
to their right to open the ballot boxes. 

Two Indictments were returned yes¬ 
terday by the grand Jury. They were 
against E. C. Nye, charged with ma¬ 
licious shooting at without w'oundlng. 
and Ezekiel Gray, grand larceny. The 
case against Isaac Newton McCarty, 
charged with obtaining money under 
false pretenses, and the case against 
T. L. Patterson, charged with embez¬ 
zlement, were dismissed. 

Too Many Revenue Agents. 

Two actions for unassessed person¬ 
alty for the past five years are charged 
to have been filed against the Bel¬ 
mont Distillery Company, and a motion 
was made In the County Court yester¬ 
day to dismiss thr* one brought by A. J. 
Blzot. The motion was In the form 
of an answer and a plea In abatement, 
the defendant alleging that another 
action Involving the same matter had 
previously been filed by George H. 
Alexander. Mr. Blzot filed suit for 
taxes, asking that the defendant's 
property assessed at a valuation of 
$100,000 for each of 'the past five years. 
The company also alleges In its an¬ 
swer that it has always listed all Its 
personalty during the years named. 
Judge Gregory took the question un¬ 
der advisement.
